Herman Wrangle, LieutenantGenerall of the 
Armie in Praſita ; Achbatins Toat, Sit {0bnBa- 
nier.and Steno Bielck. After them, rode other 
Marſhals, Adam Henry Pentins and Cafimire 
 Guldenſlern: who werenext of all beforethe 
Queene Dowager, thechiefe Mourner: 
The widdowed Queene was carried ina 
Chariot drawne by 6 Horſes «Gabriel Oxen- 
fern ſonne of Guſtavus, and Marbias Soop, 
fitting by her. Next followed the Ladie Chri-

After them, folloved 2 other Mar- 
ſhals, Orro Cubnius, and Conradus Dieclef of 
Schwerin:and next to them,the Ladies, Maids 

of Honour, andother Gentlewomen,belong- 
_ ingto the Queenes Majeſtic, and to their 
Highnefles the Ele&reſie of Brandenburgh,the 
Dutcheſles of Brayſwicke , and Mecklenbure; 
 withrhoſe of the other Princeſſes and grear 
Ladies, Afr them followed the Embaſſa. 
dours and Depurics of the neighbour Cities: 
with the Embaſſadours, Agents, Phyſitians, 


and Secretaries of the King, and other Offi- 


cers, not nobly deſcended : the reſt of the 
Waiters and Kings Servants in ordinarie;clo- 
fing upthe Rete of rhat ſad and mournfull 


The ftate of this Proceſſion was a good- 


ly fight, indeed, hadit been prepared for a 
_ triumph; and notfor Gaſlavys Funcrall, But 
oreater ſhould thepompe have beene, had the 
Fleet out of Swedes come in time enough: 


which arrivednot tillthe Saterday following. 
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fa that, came 100 Noblemen and Gentle. 


men; with divers Companies of Souldiers,all 
in mourning. They brought over the Rega- 
ia, orRegall ornaments of the Kingdome: 
and were armedall in gilt armour, with all 
other military braveries ſuitable, 
The Herſe being carried about a quarter of 

a league from Wolgaſt, was there {et downe 
by the waters ſide; from whence was 1 
bridge laid unto the Admirall ſhip,appointed 
to carrie overthe Body. The whole Compa:

The principall newes from thoſe parts at that 
time, was of bis ſeuere proceedings againſt ſome 


Imperiall Commanders, that miſ-behaued them- 
ſelues at the battell of Zurzen ; and therefore were 
executed in manner as followeth.

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The Proceedings in Bohemia, 
On Friday (being the fourth of Feburary) a 


'Martiall Court being afſembled in the houſe of 


the Prince of Liechrenfleinat Pragur, ſuch Officers | 
and Souldiers , as at the laft battell of Zurz7 miſ- 
behaued themſelues ( as many of them as were 
there priſoners) haue beene brought before the 
Court : Where euery ones offence being laid open, 
ſentence accordugly harhk becuc prowwunced. As 
namely ; Colenell Nizo/as of Hagen, Knight of 
the Teutonicq order, and Commander 1n Saurenbiy, 
Licutenant generall of the Imperiall Hoſte, was 
accuſed, conuicted and condemned, for that when . 
the Enemy came and fell on, kee turned, fled and 
loR all his colours. | dt 

The Barron of Hofkirch, Colonell, not to have 
obeyed the command of his Generalifimo, and 
cauſed thereby great confuſion and dammage. 

Item, A Captaine of a horſe troope, to hae 
fled and robbed the Baggage. 

Item, Such another Captaine, to hane told to 


ſome of Pappenheimes treops (whom he flying, not 
comming backe num 12a ) the 1mperiall Army 


was defeated, and their comming was in vaine, &c, 
Theſe, befides three Lieutenants, Two Cornets, 
One Seriant Mator Lieutenant, Fiue Horſe-men, 
and ſome others, being condemned to looſe their 
lines, ſome by looſing their Heads, ſome by being 
hanged : They all were brought vnto the Towne- 
houſe of Prague, in the old Citie, and guarded by 
foure troops of horſe. When ſentence was pro- 
nounced againſt Colonell Hagh, a certaine o_ 
2 Rs (who

(who alſowas Knight of the Teuronicq order) tooke 
off from the ſaid Colonells necke, the Riband with 
the Crofle, ſaying : Thou art vnworthy longer to beare 
thi order, . Vnto this hee anſwered nothing, but 

utting his hat ina diſdainfull manner on one ſide, 
be ſcemed to ſhew hee was a man, that otherwiſe, 
would not haue bin afraid of ſuch an other Knight. 
The execution followed in this manner. 

.. Firſt came vpon the Scaffold (which was there 
ſet yp, and covered with blacke Cloth ) Colonell 
Hagh a graue and braue man,aged about 7 2.yeeres; 
he gaue away his Scarlet Cloake lined with Plufh, 
vato his man, and having ſaid alone his Prayers, he 


recelued the ſtroake (which at once ſcuered his 


Head from his Body ) very conſtantly. 

_ [The ſecond was Colonell Albert, Barron of Hof- 
terck, who ( hauing beene turned from his Relig1- 
on, for hee had beene a Lutheran, by the leſuites ) 
prayed witha Ieſuite anda Capuchine,to whom be 
deliuereda Letter, which the night before he had 
written toa Brother of his, ſeruing inthe Elector 
of Saxon his Army. Atter his prayers ,hee roſe vp 
againe, and put off a Furre Coate, and a Golden 
Chaine, which he gaue to his Trumpeter, and be- 
ing kneeled downe, his Head alſo flew off by one 
ſtroake. Heewas a man of 35. yeeres, and had a 
great ſcarre vpon his right cheeke, of a wound hee 
received in the Emperors ſeruice. 


The third, was a Noble-man of Piemorr, called 


Count Lewis Broglia, a very young man of 24. 


yeeres, heedelivereda Letter tobe ſent rohis Mo- *

ther, to one of his Friars, and dyed very reſolutely, 
| Aﬀerhim camea Lieutenant of Colonell Bux- 
zighauſen his regiment, named John Henry Fabian, - 
and this alſo died willingly : Being executed ( as 
the three before him alſo) by aleft handed Execu- 
tioner. 

The ft, Colonell Hegh A Linggant, Loder 
 Oualenberg, comming vpon rhe Scaffold; he asked 
General Proweft, whe: there was no Grace 
to be looked for. And receiuing a denying anfirere, 
hee began towalke tooand fro; and being much 
called vpon by the leſuits and Friars there, hee did 
neuer anſwere them, but onely prayed the Provo# 
not to be too haſty with him , hee began tovndoe 
his faire French Caſlſocke, falling Rand and Buffe 
Coare, and not reſpe&ing the continuall exhorta- 
tions and interruptions of the ſaid Friars, he knee- 
led downe, and hauing prayed by himſelfc,he lifted 
vp his eyes and hands to Heauen, and recciuing the 
ftroake, couragioully loſt his Head. 

The ſeuenth was a Greeke, or a Croarte, called 
Tacob Iuchta , Cornetof a troope of Croates ; the 
firoake paſſing too high, met with the bone in the 
nodde, ſo that the Executioners ſword breake a- 
ſunder, and hee being fallen with his face to the 
ground, lifted himſelfe quickly vp againe, and 
calling Jeſws, expected till another Hang-man 
that ſtood neere, drew out bis fyerd, and made 
his Head to flie off his ſhoulders. 

The eight had beene a Corner of Colonell Hagh, 
who made nodelay, but died quickly. .

The ninth called Andrew Tadner, was an old 
Captaincof the Artillary,and although he was the 
eldeſt of them all, and indeede an old man, yet 
was hee moſt vnwilling to.die.. | | 

 Thetenth was alfoa Captaine of the Artillary, 
a very ſtout and brauing man : He alſowould giue 
 Noeare tothe Ghoſtly Fathers there, bur flung a- 
way h's Cloake, and Dubler, and being prepared, 
hee tooke in his armes his- Sonne (a young lad. of 
I2, yeeres) and having kifled him, hee kneeled 
downe and died moſt couragiouſly. 

Theeleuenth and laſt was a Horſe Captaine, na-- 
med -#iÞmair Steith of Poborſnam, a very young 
handſome and gallant Gentleman , without any 
Beard : Colonell Picolomini , and many other: 
higher Officers and Ladies that had made interceſ- 
ſion for him, ſent againe to the Generalifſimo ro- 
craue and get his pardon, and therefore they ſtayed 
there his executien, ſo that (the weather being ve- 
ry cold) he tooke vp his cloake about him : But at 
laſt Merode and Holk (who bothwwere goreto the 
Duke of Fridlard for him ) came backe with a de- 
niall ; and ſo-he tooke ſome Ciflers from his ſer- 
uant,and cut off a great faire locke off his head (for 
kis hairewas long and yellowiſh) and gaue 1t to: 
his ſeruant to carry to his mother; and ſaid aloud, 
"This very day ( being my birth day ) - makes an end 
of the twenticth yeere of mine age and of my life,. 
which here I doe end, not becauſe I ener was afraid 
to looſe it,but becauſe ſeeing in the laſt battell that 
my Generall, Colonell, other high Officers and all

Souldiers did flie, and that my reſiſtance alone was 
quite bootleſle, I did follow the reſt ; which I pray 
thee aſſure my mother of, left ſhee might thinke I 
bad beene an vnworthy ſonne , for this 1s the rigour 
of the Martiall Law, and not the ill deſert of mine, 
And hauing bid the world farewell, with very gentle 
manner (for hee was a Gentleman very well faſhio- 
ned.and a brave Courtier) wherear-attthefpecta- 
tors had great pitty ; hee kneeled downe, and lit- 
ths vp his eyes to heauen, his head flew off at one 
low. = 

After the execution of the ſaid cleuen Officers, 
| there were. brought foure horſemen neere to the 
Gallowes,where one after the other were beheaded. 

This being done, the Hang-man brought a (Cap- 
taine Lieutenant, by name Joſeph Winkler, vnder the 
gallowes, and there he drew out his ſword, which 
Winkler had at his fide, and hauing broken it with 
both his hands, he pnſhed the ſaid Captaine away: 


hee was not worthy nor capable hereafter of any 
charge nor honour. | 


Art laſt there were hanged vp two Lieutenants : 
And then a Bill, containing the names, that in the 
{oreſaid battell fled ( amongſt whom were named 
50. highand low Officers) was ſet vpon the gal- 
lowes, with this ſentence, That whoſoeuer of them 
ſhould ar any time bee taken, ſhould preſently 
(without any further profles ) be executed. 

Much was then alſo written of the Duke of Fr:4- 
lands great leuying and negotiating with his friends 
and allyes for new torces,with a purpoſe to be in the

Field at the beginning of ay; in which a&ion 
ar that place we will for a while leaue him, and ſhew 
the Proceedings of his army in Si/efia, commanded 
by 2erode and Schafgots. _ | 

About the latter end of February, the Imperial 
army 14000. ftrong Horſe and Foot, was before 
Oppelen, vpon which with 1500. foot they made a 
fierce aſſault,but were valiantly oppoſed and beaten 
backe with the loſſe of 300. there finding no poſſt- 
bility towinthe City, and the garriſon reſolued to 
defend themſelues to the vtmoſt, as they ſhewed by 
the entertainement they gaue themat their firſt ap- 
proach , and knowing the City tobee well fortified 
both by Nature and Art (boundea on the Weſt by 
the Oder,a good Barricadoto keepe them off, and 
on the Eaſt with ſtrong walls, outworkes and a faire 
Caftle, againſt which they chietely made their aſ- 
fault and received their defeat) departed to Stra- 
len and Reichenbach , and with their army blockt 
them both vp : Srralen being but weake,and a ſmall 
garriſon in it, ſoone yeelded: Reichenbach ſomewhat 
ſtrong, and expecting relicfe fiom the Saxonarm 
(whichat this preſent was at Schalka, foure miles 
from Breſſaw, holding a generall Muſter in the pre- 
ſence of Arnheim) kept them off for a while the 
length of their Canon, the Imperialiſts fearing to 
be intercepted, if they ſhould continue long before 
1t, crept vpon their knees vnder the Towne Cannon, 
and with ſome {mall Field-peeces they carried with 
them, made a breach and fell in, putting euery one 
_ totheſiyord they found in armes. : 
The

The Saxon army after their generall Muffer at 
Schalka diuided themſelues , -one halfe vnder the 
commandof Arnheim marched to News; the other 
vnder /acob Dubalr ; againſt the Imperialiſts that 
had taken Reichenbachand Stralen : {o ſoone as they 
of Reichenbach had intelligence of the comming of 
the Saxons , they preſently quitted the Towne and 
went to Szraler,where Dubalt after a ſhort 5kirmiſh 
ſlew of them 300. vpon the place, put all the reſt to 
flight, and entred the Towne giuing quarter to the 
Germanes, putting the Caſſockes to the ſword; in 
this skirmiſh erode and Schafgots eſcaped with 
much danger to Greta, whither Dubalt atter hee 
had laced a garriſon in this Towne purſued them. 
|  Neerevnto Stralen about this time, there was a 
Partee of 1500. Draggooners vader the command 
of Shneider Gouernour of Oppelen , encountered 
With a 1000, Polackes;and had a long and doubtfull 
fight, but in the end the victory fell to the Saxons, 

Generall Dubalt. comming to Grotka whither 
the Imperialiſts fled, found them in full Battag- 
lia ; after he had ordered his men as the time and 
place would ſuffer him, adyanced towards them, 
but before any blowes had paſſed, the Imperialifts 
fled, ſome to the Army at New, others to the fron- 
tiers of Morauia: Dubalt reſted with his Army be- 
fore the Towne,preſently mounting his Ordnance, 
and fo fiercely battered it; that he brought it and 
the Garriſon $00. ſtrong, after he had ſlaine a 100, 
to his mercy; many of the. ſouldiers heere left the 
Imperialiſts, and betooke themſclyes tothe ſer- 

vice 
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vice of the Swedes, hence Dubalt gecs to Nuitz 
to Arnheim, and with both their Armies, blockt 
vp the Towne; they continued not 'long before 
it , but raiſed their ſiege , and departed with 
both their Armies, to the wonder of all men, who | 
had thought heere they ſhould haue beene ſerued 
as they had ſerued thoſe of Richenback. The Saxons 
vnder Arnheim retired, and enquartered themſelues 
from Richexback to the Mountaines of aver : The 
Swedes vader Pubalt, from Stralen to Breſlaw, this 
ſuddaine enquartering of both Armies, cauſed a 
flying report amongft rhe people, that there ſhould 
be a ceſſation of Armes, which not long after pro- 
ued a trueth. Arnheim the 20. of March, with 
ſome Regiments of Dragooners marched againſt 
Francken Fein , which Towne he found altozerher 
vnproutded for an aſſault, and without any blood- 
| ſhed ſurpriſed it. The Garriſon betooke them- 
 ſelues tothe Caftle, and gaue fire day and night 
againft them, but did little harme: The field Mar- 
tiall hauing no Ordnance with him , durſt not ap- 
proach betore it vntill the Tueſday following, 1n 
which time, he had ſent for five field Peeces, that 
he planted before the Caſtle, and by force made 
them yeeld : Hither the fourth of Apri/ commeth 
thewhole Army, and the fift, marched to the Con- 
fines of Morauia and Bohemia, to ſtop the paſſage 
of the Imperialiſts into S7/eſia or Saxony, for they 
werevery apprehenſive of an inuaſion from thoſe 
arts, and thought that if any thing kept them 
)acke beſides the Army, it would be the want of 
C __ Vicualls, 
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" Vicualls whereof there was great ſcarcity, not able 
to ſuſtaine or relieue their Armies. 

The Duke of Frid/and whom now wee ſhall pro- 
ceed with, hauing intelligence that the Swedes 
and Saxons were vpan the froutiers of Bohemia,that 
the Count of Thura was marched to beſiege G/ats, 
and Duke william of Saxon-weymar with *7000, 
which had then their randeuoze at Ha# in Saxony : 
and neere Egra thought it time to looke about her. 
When the news came firſt to Prage of the marching 
forth of theſe Armies, the chiefe Commanders 
were ata feaſt together , but it cauſed ſucha hub- 

bub amongſt them, that it marred Le deſſert. wall- 
flein therefore to preuent the deſignes of the 
Swedes and Saxons, ſends ſpeedily away part of 
his Army that he had newly leuied , ſome toſecure 
the Earldome of 6/ars bordering vpon S:lej6a,others 
into 2/0ravia, and bimſelfe with the reft , prepared 
to march after them to the confines of Bohemia. 

Generall Dubalt hearing of ſome forces , entered 
into Morauia, and a Regiment of Horſe, vnder the 
commander Corps, conſifting of 12. companies, 
marching towards Hof, there to enſconce them- 
ſelues, left the Army ; and with ſome few Treopes 
of Horſe,aduanced againſt them,and fell ypon their 
Flancke; before they could recouer the Towne, flew 
many of them vpon the place, and ſhot the Com- 
mander Corpzs through one of his Armes. 

wallftein hauing muſtered vp his forces ( which 
made a great Army for number of men , but for the 
moft part young,vnexperienced and Ay ) 

bh ent 
its 
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ſent in the beginning of the Spring Holþ witha 
part of his Army towards Egra, there to hinder any 

inuaſion of the Swedes and their friends into Bo- 

hemia, And himſelfe hauing bid adieu to his 

Friends in Prague, he parted from thence towards 

Koxiggretz : Where he continued ſame few dayes, 
the better to aduiſe and reſolue which way to dire&t 
his march, that might be moſt aduantagious to his 
Army, and preiudiciall to his enemies. The day of 
his parting from Prague (May the 23.) was made 
remarkable by a ſtrange and terrible torme, where- 
by no man was able to ſtand, nor to goe in the 
ſtreetes; many of his Souldiers being, forced to cx- 
pet till that ſtorme paſt oyer. And his firſt nights 
lodging was alſo full of diſquietnefſe and troubles, 
a ſudden and cruell fire that aroſe in his Campe, 
layd withinia little while ( the Generaliflimo's ) 
quarter in aſhes. All which many tooke! for an 11! 
Omen. From Keniggretz, he parted in the begin- 
ning of Tune ( accompanied beſides bis Colonells 

and Officers by the two young Grand Dukes of Flo- 
rence) and ariued at MunFferberg with his new 
Army, conſifting of abeut 15000. men. 

There he ioyned the ſame with his old forces,and 
ſo made vp his Army of 3 6000. ſtrong. His Vant- 
guard marching forward was encountred by ſome 
troopes of the Swedes and Savons (commanded by 
the Prince of Denmarke) who began a skirmiſh, 
whereon both fides fell aboue 500. whereof 400. 
were Imperialiſts. #a{fein vnderſtanding this,ad- 
ganced with his maine Army, ( towards a Payee 
| 2 CAIIE 
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called Long-Oelts and Zetten) thither the-Swediſh 
and Sax0nian. army came alſo;; and thus both ar- 
mies lying one before the other, the Swedes began 
faſt to play with their Canons vpon them , which 
the Impertaliſts ecchoed backe againe, and after 
came to puſh of Pike. YPaltein in this skirmiſh 
ſtood as a ſpeRator and no actor: and whether 
doubting of his ſtrength,or fearing the greatnes of 
the Swedes and Saxons, or preſſed by the neceſfarics 
that hee wanted in his Campe,which was the chiefe 
thing as the iſſue declares,ſends theEarle of Terrzþ; 
to Generall Arnheim to require a ceſſation of armes, 
and withall to declare vnto him, his good intention 
toa general Peace through the Empire: after a ſhort 
parley had paſſed betweene Arzheim and Tertzki, it 
was concluded there ſhould be a ceſlation of armes 
for fourteene dayes, which was immediately pro- 
claimed by a Trumpet inboth their Armies. In 
this time 4rmheim and other Officers went often- 
times to the Duke of Friedland. 

Amongſt many expoſtularions , diſcourſes and 
reproaches that there paſt, it is to bee noted, that 


- none did more boldly anſfivere then Colonell Bury - 
ftorf: tor waKſiein ſaying that ſince the Emperor was 


notable to.continue any longer ſo chargeable a war, 
bimſelfe ceald -not ſee, how they could anſfivere 
to Ged for ſo much blood-ſhedding : He therefore 
would makea generall and ftable Peace, and vpon 
ſuch conditions that none ſhould refuſe, as he more 
amply did then tell them. Thereupon the ſaid Burg- 


ly 
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ly did wiſh a ſure and true Peace , yet ſeeing ſuck a 


| Peace muſt bee eſtabliſhed by words and promiſes; 


and that all the world knew that the Papiſts kept 
neither, and held themſclues not obliged to hold 
what they did promile to any Proteſtant; therefore 
there was no appearance to expect any honeſt dea- 
ling. ”afjtein replying, prayed Burg #orf to ſpeake 
more courteouſly , and not to accuſe or ſuſpect all 
Romane Catholikes, there being many among them 
honeſt and true of their words, as well as Prote- 
ftants. Whereunto BurgMRorf {aid ; Hee did not 
ſpeake ocall indeed,for he knew that the Proteſtants 
heretofore had lived quietly amongſt the ancient 
Papiſts , But new the time was altered with them, 
when the Ieſuites were maſters, and taught gene- 
rally, That faith was not to be kept with the Heretichks. 
»alljtein then anſwered againe , Tov, ard all other 
»en that doe know me, doe know that 1 hate the Teſuites 
as much as you dee; and hauing already giuen them to 
the Deuill, for my part, 1 will doe my vttermoſt to haue 
them baniſhed out of the Empire , And Gill is mywit- 
weſſe ( ſaid he further) 1 doe ſpeake 4s 1 doe thinke in 
my heart , The Duke of Bavaria being the chiefeft fire- 
brand of theſe troubles, deeth deſerue to looſe all his 
Lands, and 1 dee wiſh the Swedes did utterly undoe 
him : He fball never haue any helpe from me if hee doth 
diſlike the Peace 1 intend to conclude ; which ſhall bee 


an univerſal good Peace,that all our armies may ioyntly 


goe againſt the Turke,and reconquer-what moſt vniuſtly 

he doth detaine from the Germaine Empire, ec.

Moreouer, that the Elefors of Saxon and Brax- 
denberg, ſhould enioy the: Countreyes of Sileſia, 
and the Swediſh Army take their fatisfation our 
of the Dukedome of Bauaria : This conference en- 
ded.,the Prince of Hol#ein, Arnheim, Burg ftorf,and 
others with their followers were. conuoyd to their

Generall Ficld-Martiall .Arnheizp, returned from 


the Duke of Saxony and went to his Ariny , which 
had their generall Randenouze at Brarg ; where he 
findes the Lord Eſs and Burg Forf, newly ariucd : 
With them hee 1ourneys againe to the Duke of 
Fried{and at Stralen (which ſome of his troopes had 
before the ceſſation taken from the Swedes ) to treat 
turrherconcerning a Peace : At their firſt approach 


wallſtein received them with much reſpect, that | 


made them conceiue his j#ention for Peace was 
not fained bur reall ; Yet notwithſtanding many 


| words had not paſſed betwixt-rh<rg,before they dif: 


couered a Fox, ( if not a Woplfe) in a Sheepes 
skinne; hee peremtorily declared', that before he 


would enter into any further Treaty concerning a 


Peace; hee would haue delivered vp to him the. 
- Dukedomes of Breſlaw, Swynitz and great Glogaw : 


Which'demands as moſt vnreaſonable and preiu- 
diciall to the Crowne of Sweden, and the Princes 
Ele@Qors of Saxon and Brandenburg, was by the 
Commiſhoners abſolutely denied, whereupon they 


fell to expoſtulation and brabling, parting from 


each other, not without ſome harſh words that ſa- 
uoured of much diſcontent. The Commiſhoners 


.neuerthelefle thought good to remaine a while at 


Stralen, heping that wallffein would againe fend 
and entertaine . them with better conditions of 
peace, but -in the meane time, he had laid a plot,and 
was reſolued the ſeuenth of 1#/y, being Sunday, to 
get Generall Arzheimand the reſt into a Trappe,to

rey vpon them : But his ſtratagem was happily 
ion whereby he IEP 4 have froſen 
them , when they were at their Diuine Sernicein 
Stralen, by ſome Cornets of horſe which he had ap- 
pointed to fall into the Towne : but before they en- 
tered they were diſcouered by a certaine man from 
the Steeple, who eſpying divers Troopes-of Horſe 
making towards the Cite; preſently gaue notice to 
the Burger-maſters, and they ſtraight away to Arn- 
heim and thereft , who preſently hafted way, and 
very hardly eſcaped, for they were no ſooner out of 
the Gate, but the Horſe were entered at their backs, 
inthe Welt. 

Very apparent and palpable it is, that ralftein 
by this deuiſe of entertaining his aduerſaries with a 
rreaty of peace, hath exceedingly ſtrengthened him- 
ſelfe, and much wrought his owne aduantage ; for 
*it was well knowne, that before this ceſſation of 
Armes, for every Cannon he was not'prouided with 
three Shootes of Powder, neither had he almoſt 
any Match in his Army ; and many other commo- 
dities abſolutely neceſſary, were wanting among 
them, but ſince inthe time of the ceflarion , hee 
hath not onely furniſhed his Army with all manner 
of neceſlaries , .but augmented the fame with 
4.000. 1talian Souldiers; beſides, his Officers and 
Souldiers haue quietly and peaceably convayed a- 
way all their Moneyes and moueables of any worth, 
which they had in Breſlaw and other parts of S1le- 
ſa; alfo for the more ſafety, were conuoyed by the 

Saxons themielues : by theſe proceedings , the

Swedes and Saxons haue not onely loſt greataduan. 
tage;but are well mocked and derided by the Impe- 
rialiſts for their paines . fronttheſe premiſes, one 
might 1yglge that there ſhould bee little likelyhood 
of a Peace; but rather that the fire of Warre and 
lealoufie ſhould be more and more kindled. 

_ Afﬀeerthe ceſlationof Armes, and the treaſon. 
diſcouered, the Saxons as was thought, ſtill deſtred 
a Peace; and ſome were of opinion, that Pallſtein 
would have performed kis promiſes; and ſubſcribed 
to the Articles they propounded, taking his For- 
ces alſoout of Sera : bur on the contrary, by his

giments to Swynitz, which fained as if they had bin 
marching out of the Countrey to Bohemia, where 
their enterprife was, to haue taken the Citie : which 


they attetnpted,bur were manfullyreſiſted,and bea- 
ten backe by the Garriſon, the like deſigne he had 


_ againſt Lig»itz, into thefe two Townes for more ſe- 
curity, preſently after, was freſh Garriſons placed; 
the two Swediſb Regiments of Burg Forf and Zoorer, 
were' commanded into--Swyritz', and the Earle of 


Grafords Regiment , vnder the command of Colg- 


nell Lieutenant Linſen, into Lignitz. 


Wallfiein hearing of the bad ſucceſle of his for- 
ces, ſent outagainſt theſe Toynes'; countermands 
them backe againe, and with his whole Army in 
perſon, goeth to.Swynirz, a Cittie lying 6. Leagues 
South-Eaſt of Breſlaw, aſſaying to winne that by 
NS Ip | EN ſtrength, 
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ſtrength hee could:not by policie : the frr(t day hee 
came before the Towne, was ſpent in planting, his 
Ordnance, which the better to-ſhoot into the Cr 
tie, were planted vpon the Gallowes Hill ; the ſe- 
cond day he made a fierce aſſault, caſting Granads 
and 'Fire-balles ouer the Walles; and ſo*conti- 
nued vntill the Swedes and Saxozs came to reſcuc: 


the beſieged. Arnheim, as ſoone as he drew neere. 


in the ſight of the Imperialiſts, cauſed his Horſe 
toaduance forward in a skirmiſhing manner , info- 
much that certainly it was thought walljFein would 
hane given them Battell ; but on the contrary hee 
retired;and with his whole Army, fled behind the 
Mountaines in the borders of Rezchenbach and Brau- 
en: The Swedes and Saxons wendering,ſeeing them 
thus retire, purſued after; and in their flight, they 
almoſt wholly ruined their Rere-guard ; tooke 
foure Peeces of Ordnance, ſeuen Standards, and a- 
bouea hundred Waggons well laden.with good- 
Prouiſfion; the number of the flaine was not 
knowne: About a hundred they carried 


away Priſoners.

ring of the departure of Duke 71/iam of Saxon- 
weymar , and ſome Saxon forces (which had along 
time beene enquartered neere Egra ) into the vpper 
Palatinate, riſeth witt-his Armie,and marched di- 
realy after them (as though hee had meant to pur- 
ſuethem ) vntill hee came to 1ochamsdale a valley 
in Bohemia, vpon the confines of Yoitland, here he

The 17.0f Augu#, many hundred of Carts,and 
Waggons paſſed through Leipſich, and multitudes 
of Countrey people, both Men and Women on 
foote, with Pikes and Staues, carrying their Chil- 
dren at their backes in a confuſed lamentable man- 
ner, not knowing whether to flee, ſome paſſed to the

our ſome of their forces, which preſently roated 


them, and toeke three Priſoners , wich vpon their 
examination before the Magiſtrates, confeſſed 
that their deſigne was, te haue made themſelues 
maſters of one @f the gates, called Grimmilb-gate, 


and ſo ſuddenly to haue furpriſed the Citie, and 


that there were three Treape3 of Horſe appointed. 


(i their plot had taken effet) to haue aſhiſted 
tnem. | | 
Vpon this, the Magiftrate cauſed their Drumme 
to ſummon all the Souldiers and Citizens to bee in 
_ readinefle with their Armes ; And gaue order for 
the planting of their Ordnance on the Walles and 
Bulwarkes, for the defence of the Citie. | 
This Evnening about 6. of the Clecke, the 
whole Vant-guard ofthe Imperialiſts appeared,and 
thenext morning, the 19, Colonel! Harzfeld (cnt 
a Trumpet Into the Citic, and an houre after, Hole 
' another : Vho being both brought into the Citie 
A es Ou blind-folded,

blind-folded, the former pronounced his meflage 
by word of mouth, the latter in writeing ; the con- 
tents of both were, they required them to yeeld vp

To both was returned in anſwere, that they were 


SubicQs vnto the Eleorof Saxony, and that they 


had erder to the centrary,and therefore without his 
order they durſt not doe otherwiſe, leaſt they ſhould 
violate their Fidelity to their Prince- 
__ Withthis Anſwere, the meflengers departed. 
In the afternoone 300. young Tradeſ-men and 
Prentices of the Citie, were taken into Seruice, 
and armed for the defence thereof, and receiuing 
a Rix-dollar in hand, they were put to keepe the 
Watch, 
The 20. Seme of the Towne Souldiers went 
out te S. /ehxs Hoſpitall , from thenc to fetch in 


all the Beere , but the Imperialifts comming on ſo . 
faft,they were confirained to retyrewith their erap- 


ty Carts, and leaue the Beere behind : The Impert- 
all Horſe-men and Drageonners at this time remal- 
ned about the Chnrch-yard without the Citic, the 
foete with Muſquets aduanced to skirmiſh vpen 
the Tewne, that in the meane while ſome Souldiers 
appointed by Helke might thereby fetch away the 
Beere the Towne had left in S. Zohns Hoſpital); but 
they were ſo payed by the Towne Ordnance, that 


they were glad te looſe the Horſe from their Carts, 


and let the Beere ſtand. 4 
| The 21. (being S»1d4y) the Citizens aflem-

bled 
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bled together in gieat abundance(to the number of 
1050, Communicants in one Church) and after 
their. Sabbath dates exerciſe was finiſhed, let flis 
their Ordnance vpon the enemy, and as they iudge, 
killed many:In the euening the Imperialifts enquar- 
tered themſclues about the Grimmiſh gate in the 
Suburbes neere S. 7oþhns Hoſpitall, raiſing vp high 
Batteries, whereby they'got great aduantage, the 
Towne endeauoured what they could to prevent: 
rhem, but by reaſon ef many Houles that ſtood be- 
tweene that place and their Ordnance,they were not 
able. 

The 22. the Imperialiſts about two of the 
Clocke began to caft Fire-balls and Granadoes, 
ſome weighing 60. pounds, alwayes fixe at once; 
but ſuch care was taken at firſt, that they did little 
harme, either they were ſoone quenched, or fell on 
the ground, or burſt in the Aire, that it grieued the 
Imperialiſts to ſee their enterpriſes take no better - 
effe& : Hereupon oy ſent a Trampet into the 
Towne, to ſummon and inuite them to agreement; 
promiſing there ſhould bee reaſonable treaties pro- 
pounded, and that they would leaue cafting Fire-

| balls; but ſo ſoone as the Trumpet was returned 


backe , they began againe to caſt their Granadoes 

and Fire-balls in more abundance then euer they 

did, which ct fire in diuers places;and ſopreuailed, 

that it was impoſſible ro.queuch it ; there was rec- 

koned 225. Granadoes, that in a ſhort ſpace were 
caſt into the Citie. | 

The Imperialiſts ſecing this raging Element he 
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take ſach effe& { as eaſily they might from their 
high Batteries ) ſhouted exceedingly for toy , and 
preſently fell roafſault the Citie on all ſides; rhree 
times they came-againſt the Grimmiſh-gare, and 
once faſtned a Petard, which if Almighty God had 
not prevented the firing, this diſtreſſed Citie of 
Lipfich doubtlefle had beene made another miſe- 
rable Magdenburg, The Citizens bravely main- 
tained the Walls and Bukvarkes,and three ſeuerall 
times, not without loſſe on their ſide, beate them 
backe: But finding their ſtrength too weake,long to 
oppoſe ſo cruell and powerfull an enemy, diſpairing 
of all aide, and knowing that any longer delay of 
agreement would prooue dangerous, they were con- 
ſtrained to come to compoſition : Preſently there- 
fore they diſpatched away ſome Deputies both of 
the Vniuerfitie, the Councill, and the Commons, 
_ toa Houſe in the Suburbs, where they treated with 
_ the Imperialifts;no ſooner had they pafſed the gate, 
but a Trumpet entered from HolFe threarning the 
Citizens, thatif they ſhould dare to hold out but 


one halfe houre longer, Man, Woman nor Child, 
ſhould receiue no Mercy. 


And therefore, to hinder any further caſting of 


Granadoes and Fire-balls into the City, they 
_ foorth at the Towers of the Towne white 
lages. 

The Imperiall Deputies at firſt were very hard 
and peremtory,propounding conditions impoiſible 
to be performed by the Citizens ; demanding for 
pillagins,three Tugnes of gold : butby the carneft

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intreaty of the Depuries, they brought it to 80000, 
 Rixdollars anda yecrely Sublidy. 

. Thus this day about foure a clocke in the after- 
neone, cight Cempanies of Imperiall Feot a 1000. 
ftrong,and foure Corgets of Horſe with Drums and 
Trumpets ſounding entred the City , marching vp 
to the Market-place ; whence the Commander ſent 
twelue Muſquiteres vpon Saint Themas Towre, and 
the reſt to take poſſeſhon of the Towne Ordnance : 
And with ſome Peeces planted vpen the Bulwarke 
of the Grimmiſh gare, they began ro ſhoot againſt 
the Caſtle,continuing their ſhooting all that night 

and the next day. E 
The 2 3.0f Auguſt,fixe Companies of Curiaffiers 
each aboue a 100. ſtrong, at tenne a clocke in the 
morning entered alſo the City. And in the after- 
noone raiſed Batteries, aſſembled their Forces from 
all fides, cormanding them againſt the Caftle; 
which they did beat continually , but all in vaine : 
| For the Gouernour therein (called Tranderf) fhew- 
ed his. reſolntion to keepe the Caftle, ſhooting 
continually, and killing with his Peeces many of 
| the Imperialifls, ſo that they durſt not ſhew them- 
| ſelues any more vpon their Batteries, 
' The 24. dayan Imperiall Corporall was hanged 
in his Buffe-coat, Beotes and Spurrs, fot pillaging 
a houſe neere the Grimmitfh gate. Yet notwithſtan- 
___ ding thenight following, many rich mens houſes 
| | were broken intoand rebbed. $2509 
This their pillaging did after that fill continue, 
ſo that they caried away all the horſes ada. a5? 
Q 
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of the City, laden with Gold; Iewels, Plates and all 


ether Goods. | 
This day they made alſo great preparation for a 
-new Battery to be ſetyp at the Colledge of S. Pe- 
ters. About noene, Celone!l Br:ttaw brought dt- 
ers of the Coudnccill of HZ priſoners into the C1- 
ty, hauing conſtrained the ſaid Towne of 71a# te 
pay 15000. Rixdollars for fireing , which ſumme 
| Laine not wholly beene payed, the ſaid men, ot 
that Magiftrate were kept- and carried away as ho- 
ftages,till rhe reſt ſhould be payed. 
The 15. of Auguſt, the Imperiall Field-Martiall 
Holke,ſent to Trandorfthe Gonernour of the Caftle 
(a braueand nob'e Commander ) willing him to 
ſurrender and refigne vp the Caftle ; but hee abſo- 
lutely refuſed, and ſent him a bold and negatiue 
deniall. | | = 
Vpon this the Imperialifts thinking it not ſafe to 


carry longer there ( having an enemy ſo neere, and * 
ſo many avroad that might march towards them; 


as Arnheim out of Silefie,the Duke of Lunenbers out 
of Weſtphaliz, and the Eleor of Sax92y himſelfe at 
Torgaw ferming an Army) preſſed hard vpon the 
Citizens for the 80000. Rixdollars, beſides 17000, 
which ſince the ſecond taking of the City remained 
duc te Holke. 

The 26. they recciued part of them , and for the 
ſure payment of the reſt they caried away twoof the 
Magiſtrates, Door Adam Her,and Iacob Van-Ruſ- 
ſels. About neone the Imperialifts began te make 
preparation for their departure ; ladivg their Carts 

and 
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and Waggons with ſuch commodities as they bad 
pillaged the Citizens ; from whom they had taken 
many Iewels , Bracelets, Ringes, much Gold and 
Silner, all their Silkes, Veluetts, Sattins, and what 
coſtly Merchandiſe they could finde : It is nor 


to be expreſt what dammage the City ſuſtained, it 
being thought, that Leipſich was neuer this fourty 


yeeres, fuller of rich Wares and Commodities then 
1t was at this preſent , and that the booty there ta- 
ken,did amount to abone three Tunnes of Gold. At 


fonre of the clacke they marched out of the Towne, 


leauing nothing behind of what they were able to 
cary away : And taking, intheir retreat , the ſame 
way they entered, they ſacked and burned all the 
Townes as they paſled. 

This is the third time that this City hath beene 
taken by the Imperialiſts, within theſe two yeeres; 


. namely , Before the great battell of Leipſich, before 


that of Zutzer, and at this preſent.

eZ genaw, Colmar, Sletitat , Benfelt, 
Þ), and Other places : Hee reſolued 
"EZ@'ZY to march into Swaber , and there 
to oppole his enemies, the Bavarian Army , which 
was ſtrengthened by ſome Imperiall Troopes. 
Having paſt the Rhzne neere Schongaw , hee tooke 
- Fridburg vpon compoſition, and marching on, hee 
received for the increaſe of his Army 2000. men of 
the Dukes of Wirtembergs forces. | 
The 9. of January laſt, be met with ſome Ba- 
uarian Forces not farre from Memingen, and ie 
F 0 
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of thema great many, got 6, Cornets, and tooke 
many Priſoners. His enemies hauing faued them- 


ſelues by the fauour of the Night ; Hors went on to- 


Mundelheim, and takes the ſame; as likewiſe a few 
dayes after, Kaufburen. 


About this time Haguenawin Alſatia,was againe 
ſurpriſed and taken from the Swedes by treaſon,plot- 


ted and executed by ſome Burgers and Imperialiſts 
 thereabouts. ” 


There were diſcouered diuers like plots, both at. 


Slet at, and at Strasburg, layd by ſome Friars, to 


betray the Townes to the Imperialiſts, but being 


diſcouered, they were caſily preuented,and the trat- 
tors apprehended. | 
The Boores of Sundgow did alſo ariſe, and tooke 
Armes in fauour of the Imperialiſts, and flew di- 
ers Swediſh Officers and Souldiers they met with- 


all : But the Rhinegraue, who then lay in Srraf- 


burg, gathered ſpeedily ſome of his Troopes, and 
Ro kent jay > Mew the ſaid Boores, bur- 


ning a great many of them in a Village called 
"Blotzheim : And afterwards meeting with the reſt a- 


eainc at Damerskirch, hee ſlew all he found there,to 


the number of x 600. ſparing none, except onely = 


one Boy of cight yeeres,becauſe they had lately ex- 
erciſed great cruelties againſt ſome few Swediſh 
Souldiers. | | 


Theſe tumultuous Boores. ( and ſome of their- 
- complices inthe Countrey of Briſzow) being thus - 


ones and quieted, and the Bauarian Troopes 
being growne ſtrong, by the arinall of 8. Imperiall 
| | Regiments: 


_ 
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Regiments ſent to them from #waifiein : Gulfavm 
Horn ſent for the Rhinegrave, that with their 1oyhed 


Forces he might oppoſe his enemies, and vndertake 


ſome greater deſignes. 

Meane while Altringey being thus ſtrengthened, 
tooke his march ouer the Lech towards Mnndelheine 
and Bibrach ; Guflaum Horn vnderſtanding of his 
defigne, to take againe, or to fire Bibrach, and to 
fall into the Dukedome of wirtemberg ( as did ap- 
peare by diuers letters intercepted) to preuent them 
paſt the Danube or Donaw, at Adunderkingen. But 
ſome of the Bauarian Forces hauing paft the ' D4- 
zube the day before Horn, at Grieſing they met with 
ſome of his Troopes, and put them ro flight, ſo that 
Horn, his enemies being farre ſtronger then he was, 
loft fome Waggons, and 50. men in skirmiſhes, 
and marched away towards Zwifalten and Pfullin- 
gen: And the Bauarian Army, by reaſon of the cold 


and il] weather, diuided themſelues , part thereof 


went towards imingen, and part towards Lindaw. 
A few dayes after Guſtavus Horn , hearing that 
Colonell Deſpagre ( ſeruing vnder Altinger) lay in- 


quarterea with his whole Regiment at S7gmaringen, 


and the Villages about, reſolued to give him an vn- 
kinde vifite, and having taken with him ſome 
Troopes of Horſe, heynexpected fell in their quar- 
ter; ſlew many, and tooke the ſaid Colonel] him- 


felfe and the reſt Priſoners, and got beſides all their 


Proviſion, and five Cornets ; ſo that that whole 
Regiment was quite defeated. "A 
About that time the Rhinegraue Otto as (5 
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did arive with 31. Troopes of Horſ-men, and loy- 
ied with Guava Horn, 
On the firſt of March, Martiall Hors with all 
his Army, parted from Balingen, and tooke his 
march towards the Danube : And the Imperiall 
and Bauarian Forces , making a great Army, did 
alſo draw forth and aſſemble themſelues at R1ed- 
lingen, whither as ſoone-as Generall Horn had newes 
of; hee preſently dire&ted his march, and cauſed 
his ſaid enemies to flie, with ſome diſorder,becauſe 
his YVant-gard ouertooke the Bauarian Reere, where- 
by many were ftayd neuer to goe further. 
The next day the Bauarians continuing their 
haſty march towards #a/dzee, the Swedes tooke 
Riedlingen, where the Garriſon ( as is written) be- 


taken haued themſelues very valiantly, and beate the 


Swedes backe three ſeuerall times. | | 
Guftauums Horn hauing taken pofleſhon of the 
Towne, and left a ſmall Garriſon in it, marched 
after the Bavarian Army, but finding there was 
little probabilitie that he could purſue them with 
his whole Army, by reaſon of the bad wayes, great 
Woods ,narrow paſſages, andwant of Vidualls, 
ſends only ſome Troopes of Horſe after them, and 
refolued with the reſt of his Armic to paſle neere 
AMemmingen the Riuer {ler to Brandenburg , becauſe 
becauſe there was no other conuenient bridge; there 
torefreſh his Army, and toobſerue which way the 

enemy would bend their courſe. 

In this expedition , hee ſlew and tooke Priſoners 
many Bauarian Horſe-men, and Dragooners . alſo 
mer 
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met with the two Brothers of the Earle of Hohen 
Zoftern, which with ſome Troopes;, were travelling 


to the Bavarian Army: One of them who-would nor 
yecld bimſelfe Priſoner, was ſlaine with a ſhot, the 


other with much danger eſcaped. 


_ Generall Horn from hence marched to Birach, an 
Imperiall Citie, eight miles South of the Danube, 
thereby to cut off their Paſſage to Memmingen, the 
ſame Evening, at eight of the Clocke,-that he en- 
tered into theſe parts., which was vpon the -16. of 
March, there were ſeene in the Skie, two ſwords,the 
one all bloody, the other fierie and flaming, with 


many Pikes ſet with their points, as if they were 


ready to giue Battell againſt their Enemy ; this was 
held to be Fauſtum Omen, 

There Generall Horn heard that the Bauarian 
Army, being gone towards Schoxaw, did there ex- 
pect ſome Auxilliary Troopes out of 1raly: And 
therefore himſelfe tooke his way to Avugsburg,vntill 


Duke Bernard of Saxengwho was ſent for ; ſhould a- 
r1ve with his Army. 


Meane while the Gouernour of Yi», Colonel{ Sixcom- 
panes, of 
Bauarian if 
horſe de- | 
feared | 


Ruthuen, paſſed ouer the Danube,and fell vpon ſome 
Bauarian Horle,neere vnto Erbachdefeated 6. com- 
panes, tooke the Generall Maſter of the Prouiſfion 


Priſoner, with his Baggage ; there was found about neere Er- 
him a Catalogue of all the Cities, Townes and bach. 


Vie: of the whole Dukedome. of wirtembere, 
parted among the Imperialiſts,where euery Officer 


ſhould haue his Quatter,, and what contribution 
cuery place ſhould afford. 
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On the 13. of March, inadarke Night, ſome 


Troopes of the Garriſon of 1»golftat (to the num- 


ber of 900. men ) ſurpriſed by Scaladee Raine, on 
the Lech, ſlaying about 50. Swediſh Sonldiers, and 
the reſt of the Garriſon eſcaping to Donawert. 


Whileft matters were ated in this manner in 


Swabez and Bauaris, Duke Bernardof Saxon , was 
alſo not idle, but drew both his new leauied Forces, 
and his old Troopes out of their Garriſons toge- 


ther, and not farre from Nerimberg kept their Ran- | 
deuouze. And beginning his march on the 21.0f. 


March, early in the Morning, direCting their march 


ot towards Guſtav Horn , but to thoſe places that 


were thereabouts kept by ſome Imperiall Garri- 
ſons. For he had beene advertiſed by a Lieutenant 
ſent from Generall Hor, that the enemy was bur 
weake, and that beſides their want of men, there 


ſore firft hee goeth to HochFar, preſenting his Ar- 
. mie before the Towne , but whereas thoſe within 
would not accord ; made preſently a breach with 
their Canon, and entered with their Army: And 
put all that were found Armed, to the Sword. 
The Duke loſt before and in taking this Towne 
100, men, and had many dangerouſly hurt : In this

was a Mortality in their Army : And there- 
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they tooke 6n the 22. of March by aflault, theo- 5,0. 
ther yeelded ; for comming before it, Duke Ber- Imperi- 
#ard ſent a Trumpet to the City proffering the gar- aliſts 
 riſon quarter, but they ſtoutly refuſed, relying vpon Bork de- 
2000. Horſe that were gathered together abour f2<d- 
Newmarkt inthe vpper Palatinate, who had promi- - opal 
miſed to raiſe the ſiege , yet failed ; for they came ken by 
_ oneday too late, and yet they fell vypon one of the affault. 
Dukes quarters ; which kindnefle the Duke requi- 
ted very well, bringing all his Cauilrie againſt 
them,and defeated them wholly,neere the VVood art 
Meorgendorf : ſlaying aboue 300. and taking one 
100, for the moſt part Officers, priſoners ; beſides 
200. Horfes and other good boeties, and purſued 
them even vato Gunrzenrhauſer. 

The Garriſon of the Towne hearing of this ouer- 
throw , continued notwithſtanding reſolute, ſcor- 
ning to accept of quarter, and the rather , becauſe. 
they were well prouided of all neceſlaries toendure | 
a long fiege,but onely good Walls. For Duke Ber- 
ard Weymar having planted ſome Peeces of Ord- 
nance befere them, ſuddenly made a breach wherear 
his army fell 1n, put all inarmes to the fword ; a- 
mongſt them were 200.Crabars: pillaged the towne 
and after burnt it : there was found in the Towne- 
granary, 20000. quarters of wheat,which the Duke 
ſold to the Magiſtrates of Norimberg. Hence Duke - 
Bernard with his Army marches to Donawert where 
the two Swediſh Generalls, namely, Generall Horr - 
and the Rhinegraue were alſo come. 

For on the 26. of March Generall Horn being

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 Parted from 4ugsburg went towards Raine, fo that 
1t was generally ſuppoſed he would beſtege and

 Andtherefore Altringer fearing the ſame, pre- 
ſently drew forth his Forces that lay enquartered

Peeces of Ordnante at Ds- 
oftheir 24wert, cauſed a great feare and perplexity 1n the 
whole whole Dukedome of Bauaria,and in the Duke him- 
armie,, felfe : For ſo ſoone as Altringer had notice of their 
marching into Bavaria, he ſent fome Regiments of 
Croates and Crabats towards Aicha, thereby to de- 
ceiue and amuſe the Swediſh Army from following 
him; whowith the maine Army(eſtimated 20000. 
ſtrong) made a ſpeedy retreat towards Iſunchen 


vpon the River Loyſa, to keepe all the paſſages 


thereabouts, | 
The 


Tr Coronets of Horſe, and 288, Companies of Foot: 
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The three Swediſh Generalls being ioyned 
__ , paſſed the Lech not farre from Aus- 

rg. 

The Rhinegraue leading the Vant-guard, aduan- 
ced neere Aiche, and fell vpon ſome of Altringers 
Troopes that had not made haſt enough,but eſpeci- 
ally he ſoone mertwith the foreſaid Crabats who (as 
they were commanded) betooke themſelues,aflenne 
as they were charged, to flic, not after A/trizger to- 
wards Munchen,but quite the contrary way, to Pfaf- 


fenhof, thereby to draw their enemies from purſuing 


of Altringer. But the Swedes hauing foone diſcoue- 
red this deceit, by ſome priſoners they had taken, 
Horn commanded ſome regiments to ſtay, and to 
take in Aichs, whileft himtielfe ſet after the Baua- 
71an Army into the Dukedome of Bauaria. 

The Garriſon of Aicha,conſiſfting of about 400. 
men, received the Swedes at the firſt affault, with a 
valiant repulſe ; Yet. hearing the whole Army was 
net farre off, whoſe ftrength they were as 1gnorant 
of,as of their owne weakeneſle, and diſpairing of 
any ſuccour from their Duke of Bavaria, they after 
ſome parley yeelded vpon cempoſition , the Swedes 
granting them quarter. The Swediſh Army meane 
while purſuing the Bauarian, made againe ſo good 


1peed, that their Vant-guard fell vpon the Bavariar 


Rereguard nere vnto #Wicherchof; where(hauing got- 
ten by the way almoſt all the Baggage and VWag- 
gons of Altringers army)there began a bloody skir- 


miſh betwixt both armies, which laſted vntill the 


darkenefle of the night fauoured the retreat and 
G paſſage 


— 
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Ammey neere Dachaw. 


In the confli& (which was twice at-ſcuerall places | 
renewed) there were ſlaine aboue 1000. of Altrin- | 
gers Army, and as many taken priſoners; nine Pee- 


ces of Artillary, rwelue Enſignes, beſides the Bag- 
gage and other great booties of Horſes and Armes, 
which might have hindered thoſe that haſtened 
away. 

The next day Dachaw was againe alfo rendred to 
the Swedes, who were ſtayed there by exceſſive raine 
and ſnow, and want of prouifion : Yet notwithſtan- 
ding they for divers dayes, made incurſions in the 
Countrey, whereby the Souldiers did mnch inrich 
themſelues. 

But at laſt, GuFavms Horn conſidering they had 
the enemy at their backes , at »go/ſiadr, Neuſftade 
and Regenſpurg where there were many Forces aſ- 
ſembled,and a flying report in their Army (and bur 
arcport). that Generall Ho/ke with a great Army 
was ariued at /ngolftadr, reſolued to retyre backe : 
therefore after they had giuen command for the fur- 
niſhing of thoſe Townes they pofleſſed with Garri- 
ſons, roſewith their Army and went backe againe 
towards Donawert, and there he formed his Campe, 
that he with intrenchments fortified round about. 

About that time ſome of the Swediſh Troopes 


(being now more at leiſure, and therefore reſenting 


the many troubles of the Bavarian Garriſon in 
Landsberg, had formerlyput them and the neigh- 
bouring Conntrey into) made an enterpriſe againſt 

| the 
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the ſame, and giuing it ſuch an affault, as could bee 
feared from viorious Souldiers , they tooke the 


ſame, and to reward the courtefies ſome of their 
friends had formerly receiued from that Garriſon, 
they put moſt of them to the Sword, not ſpareing 
the Burgers that with the Souldiers for the defence 
thereof, were Armed, Yet aboue 460. Souldiers 
that layd downe their Armes and begged quarter, 
were pardoned, and received into the Swedes 
ſeruice. 

The fortifications of the Towne were afterwards 
raiſed, and ſo a-goodly ſtrong Towne turned to an 
open Village. * 

Great ſtoore of Corne that was found there, was 
ſent to A ugsburg : This befell on the 10. of 4 pril . 
Whileſt the Swedifh Army lay againe about Dona- 
wert, Duke Bernard of Saxon, went to attempt 
Newburg on the Donaw, the Bauarian Garriſon that 
was In it, made fome reſiſtance, but in vaine, for 
fearing themſelues too weake, they at laft faued 
themſclues by flight ( breaking the Bridge behind 
them) into Ingolftadr. 

The Burgers very glad to bee againe delivered 
from the Bauarians,did ſpeedily repaire the Bridge, 


whereby the ſaid Duke Bernard paſt over into the. 


Biſhoprickeof Aichſter,and there did much inrich 
and refreſh his Souldiers. * | 
And hauing made diuers inroades as farre as 
Regensburg and Ingolftadt ( where they tooke much 
Cattell and Horſes away ) art laſt the Duke laid the 
ſiege before the Towne —— of Aichſtat (- 
| 2 W1Ith- 
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withſtanding the rt ons heretofore had alrea- 
dy broken his word, did againe deſire neutrality ) 
and baying battred the ſame 10. or 12. daycs, kee 
rooke it on the 3. of May, and found therein (tt 


being a very ſtrong Caſtle) great riches and abun- 


dance of Corne and other Prouiſiens. 

It is well knowne of what ftirength 7ngolftadt 1s, 
and what advantages it yeelds vato thoſe that haue 
it in poſſeiſian. A 

Therefore the late King of Sweden did once at- 
tempt it by maine force : and now againe Dake 
Bernard of Saxon-Weymar by ſccret intelligence, 
but they beth were deceiued in their enterpriſes. = 

The Gouernour of 1ge/ſtadr, Colonell Cratz,an 
o1d and braue Souldier, finding himſelfecither of- 
fended or hindered by the Duke of Friedland to 
come toany greater imployment, or thinking to 
dociill to ſeruc 0nthat partce ; was ſometimes ad- 


. menifhed by a Trampet (formerly knowne to him) 
- belonging to Duke Bernard, to forſake that Partee, 


and te come vnto the Proteftant Army, where his 
deſerts would be more honored. Wherupon he ſom- 
times ſmiling anſivered : If he knew he ſhould receiue 


ſome worthy rewardyhe durſt perhaps doe it and more too. 


Thus after theſe ſpeeches, the matter was by the 
ſaid Trumpet (who often did paſſe toand fro, as it 
were about ther affaires, of Priſoners and Ran- 
ſomes ) at laft, in good carneſt, brought {© 
farre, that Celonell Crarz promiſed to.deliuer vp, 
on an appointed day, the City of 1go/ftad: vnto 
Duke Bernard of Saxon, 

| le 
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It was on the 4. day of ay, when Duke Bernard 
with ſome cheſenand ſele&ted bands of braue Men, 
ſhould baue beene at the Gates inſt at mid-night : 
But the dayes being then ſomewhat long , and, his 
march for the few houres , which were darke, and 
co0 farre, hee ariued before 1ngolftadt towards day, 
and although he came to the outworkes; yer all the 
Garriſon and inhabitants being preſently ready to 
withſtand him, hewas forced to retire. 

Colonell Cratz would haue perſivaded the Gar- 
riſon thatthey were ſome of Hoelks Troopes, but 
neither would they within the Towne beleeue him, 
nor the Swedes withont, hazard themſclues in ſo ma- 
nifeft a danger any more, but made their retreat in 
faire order, 

_ Colonell Cratz being by fome Officers, and the 
Magiſtrates blamed to haue ſome intelligencewith 
their enemies, did firft confeſle it, ſaying , hee had 
indeed ginen them an afſignation, but it was with 
an intent to intrap and kill them all, afſoone as they 
ſhould be come betwixt his Ordnance , But fearing 
the matter might be diſcouered, and turne to his 
ouerthrow, he vnder pretext to make a ieurney to- 
wards the Emperor, went away, and at laſt came to 
the Swedifh Armie in Sileſia, and fo ſerueth the pro- 
teftant Partce. . 

There appearing daily, reaſons of miſtruſt be- 
twixt the Proteſtants and Papiſts in Augsburg, 


Benedi& Oxenftern, at that time Gouernour of - 


Augsburg, ſent word on the 7. of May, vntoall the 
Catholike Clergie, that they ſhould all part out ef 
4 G 
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the ſaid Citie, that would not take the oath, which 
the late King of Swedex had once propoundea vnto 
them, and they hitherto had delayed to take. 

Now becauſe the Cloiſters of Saint: YVlric and 
Affra were ſworne, and had made no difficulty to 
take that oath; It was preſumed, all thereſt of the 
Roman Catholiks would haue done the like : But 


againſt all expeRation, and although they knew 


well that the ſaid oarh did not concerne Religion, 
nor matters of conſequence, yet did they anſiwere, 
they rather would forſake the Towne, then take the 
oath : And accordingly, they parted about noone 
the 9. of May : There remaining no Friars but one- 
ly the Adminiftratour , and the Couent of Saint 
Vlric,and Afra,being of the order of Bexedif : And 
as ſor theNunneries, they were never ſummoned. 


The Oath thatwas required , is as followeth : 


V Ee the Deanes , Prebendaries, Priors, 
x Cannons, leſuites, Clerks, Fryars, 
; and all of the Clergie, doe Promiſe Vow and 
Sweare, to be true and faithful ts the Crowne 
of Sweden, Alties and Confederates, and neuer 
70 attempt, conſult , intend or doe againſt the 
Crowne of Sweden, and the ſaid Confederates, 
any dangerous Plots , deſigne, treaſon, and fal- 
ſhood : But rather to further their good and pro- 
fit, and to hinder their harme and dammage by 
 Alpoſfible meanes. This God helpe vs, &c. 


The 
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The forenamed Cloiſters, and others that took®e 
this oath, doe enioy (as they did formerly ) thei! 
liberty, and exerciſe of their Religion. 

 Whileſt theſe things were a doeing , and Gene- 
rall Horn, with the Duke Bernard, tay encamped at 
Donawert., Altringer hauing row brought againe a 
ſtrong Army together , did hope to take Newbury, 
and to that end, formed his leaguer on both ſides of 
the River of Danube. 

Of this fiege (being ſcarce begun) Guſtavus Horn 
was aduertiſed : Therefore on the 3o. of May, with 
the moſt part of his Army, hee made haſte towards 
It; in thetr march the Vant-guard fell vpon a partee 

of Bauarian Horſe at Reinertzhofen, ſlaying ſome, 
and taking the reſt Priſoners vtterly defeated them. 
Wherupon,the Caualrie that lay before the South- 
ſide of the City, conſiſting of 28. Coronets of 
Horſe, fled towards 1ngo/ftadr. 

General!l Altringer, who lay on the other ſide of 
the river, whence he had already begun to batter 
the towne, hearing his men put to flight, broke his 
leaguer alſo vp, and after a little retreat, hauing 
cauſed his flying horſe-men to come backe vnto 
him, he neere a paſſage put his whole Army 1n 
battaglia. Ro 

Meane while Guſtavus Horn put to the fiword as 
 manyas he metwith of the Bauarians, whereof he 

cured diners drunkards of them, that lay before the 
townea ſleepe, of the headach which after their 
too much drinking and little flecpe might haue 
troubled them , cauſing them without wp 
them, 
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them, to continue their ſleepe without further in. 
cerruption ; and hauing paſt the bridge at Newburg, 
he vnderſtood that General Altringer with his army 
in bartaglia ſcemed toatendhim;therforche quick- 


| by aduances tawards them,and finds the enemy rea- 
Y 


- 


toentertaine them as vnwelcome gueſts, from the 
mouth of the Canon. For: Altringer at firſt be- 
gun toskirmiſh with ſome few Horte, and to play 
with his Canon, but ſceing rhe Forces preſle furt- 


- ouſly vpon him,and his Caualry to fall off, was con- 


ſtrained to retyre into /»go/ftade breaking behind 
him the Bridge to prevent the Swedes purſuits. 


which had they not done ke cenld not heere haue e- 


ſcaped a farre greater defeat ; But being thus eſca- 


- ped into Ingolftade , Newberg did for that time c(- 


cape his deſigne. 

Wee can not heere omit to ſpeake a word of 
Colonell Fzrensbach ( a braue Gentleman much re- 
nowned and well knowne euen here in England;only 
blamed for his inconſtancy ) who hauing beene 
ſuſpeRed and accuſed,to haue kept correſpondence 
with the Swedes, once when they lay before 1gol- 
fladr, and that he would have furthered their taking 
11 thereof; was (after hee had beene kept a long 
while Priſoner at Regensburg, condemned to be 
beheaded. 

The day of his execution, was the 19. of May: 
When this Colonell being brought vpon a ſcat- 
fold, began with a loud voice, ay bold ſpeech to 
admonith the Souldiers that ſtood about in armes, 
ſaying; That 0 man conld-with a good hs 
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beare Armes for the Emperor © But hee was ſuddenly 
interrupted, and forced to fit downe vpon a ftoole, 


' that hts execution might be baſtened. 


Tt then fell out, that the Executioner ( whether 
it was for too great hafte, or that Farensbach let his 


head ſincke wken the ftroake came) did wound him . 


but ſlightly on the head, fo that he on a ſudden lept 
off from the ſcaffold, and hauing ſnacht a Partiſan 
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out'of a Souldters hand,” hee endeauoured to make _ - 


himſelfe paſſage through the multitude; whereof 


hee quickly killed forre , and wounded many that 
_* oppoſed and kept him in vntill at laſt, foure of the 
-Hang-men leapt after him from the ſcaffold, and in 
ſtead of beheading him, ſlew him, So that he died 
rather like 'a valiant Souldier, then a condemned 


priſoner. 
His'Lady having long ſolicited his pardon at 
Vienna, did at laſt obtaine, but not inioy it; for the

Lunenburg with the body of the Armie remained 
at Herwerden,and Kniphauſen with ſome Regiments 
at Lemgoy, the better vpon euery occaſion to fall 
downe to the eſer. 

&r075field ſeeing that the Swedes marched ſo ſuc- 
ceſsfully through rhe Biſhopricke of Oſnabrug,and

The Lord Kniphauſen Field-Martiall, vnderſtan- 
ding that Gronsfield had beene at Minden and giuen 


order for the fortifying of the Towne,that his whole 


Army was on the other fide of the weſer in the - 
County of Scharenberg ; countermands his Forces, 
and with all expedition ( while the Imperialiſts 
were expecting his comming to 4inden ) marched

weſer, and with Ordnance which carried 38. pound 


a peece, ſhot into the City, and brake downe part 
of the bridge they had ſet vp, but forall the batte- 
ring with their Canons the Swedes raiſed it vp the 
ſecond time ; and the better to maintaine it , Knip- 
hauſen cauſed diners Peeces 'of Ordnance to bee 
planted, but was not able to keepe it good without 
more aid ; This happened the ninth of March. 
Lunenburg hauing intelligence of the procee-

my,marched from Herwerden (where for ſome daies 
he held his Quarter) to ioyne with his Field-Marti- 
all at R:nreler ; being ariued,preſently he cauſed his 
Ordnance to bee planted in a moſt aduantagious 
_ place,neere the Ship-bridge,ouer againſt Gronsfields 
high Batteries. | 
The 12. and 13 of March, the Carons and Muf- 
 quets: thundered on both fides exceedingly : The 
14. about midnight, marched the Lord Kniphauſer 
with ſome Regiments of Horſe, halfe a league vp- 
ward along by the reſer, where,as he was inſtructed 
by a countreyman, there was a conuenient Foord for 
his Horſe to paſſe over; Being come to the place, 
neere vato a Dorp called Rumnen, where the water 
runnes with a crooked ſtreame like a haife Moone 
vpon the fide of the river cauſed ſome Peeces of 
Ordnance to be planted, carefully thereby to afſure 
his paſſage in the morning , which althongh the 
enemy did partly hare of, yet the night being ſo 
excecding darke, they were not able to preuent. . 
The 
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The day beginning to breake foorth, and their 


morning deuotion ended, Kniphauſen commanded - 


4000. Horſe to be ſet over, each Horſe-man carry- 
ing behind him a Muſquetire, the Boore, beft ac- 
quainted with the paſſage, led the way ; when they 
were all ſafely landed on the other {1de, they mar- 
ched towards Saint Gertzberg, and the firſt Imperi- 
aliſts that they met with, were foure Companies of 
Horſts Regiment of Horſe,wvhoatthat time was:ap- 
pointed to hoid the Watch, theſe could ſcarce pro- 
nounce their qui-va-/a, before they were all cut off 
and routed. - . —_ 


The Swedes embracing this aduanrage, ſpeedily 


 madetothe place where their Army was intrench- 


ed, falling.vpon them vnexpe&ed with ſuch a fury, 
that they quitted their Trenches, and without ma- 
king any reſiſtance fled, after the Swedes had flaine 
them a 1000. vpon the place, moft of them of 
yong Tillyes Regiment, and taken three Captaines 


_ priſoners, Wildungen, Coeſweld and Bergtnecht, with 


divers Lieutenants and Enſigne-bearers,whom they 
carried to Rintelen, In this encounter Bonighauſen 
Quarter-maſter Generall to Gronsfie/d was ſorely 
wounded, and hardly eſcapedwith life to Hamelen. 

The Imperialiſts after this defeat, would not for 
a while ſhew themſelues in the Field (vnrtil! their 
new leuies were come which they expefted by Me- 
rode) but in Partees aad ſometimes make a Caual- 
.cado; they thus enquartered themſelues :

: In Beckem, Olem and Widenberg, the Caualric of 
the Commander Ohr. 

In warendorp and Petersburg , were enquartered 
ſome Companies of Foot and Firelockes. 

News being brougkt to the Duke of Lunenburg 
of the ouerthrow giuen by Kniphauſen to the Impe- 
rialiſts , and that they had left him Maſter of the 
Field ; after he had ftrong]y fortified Rintelen, fo: 
the enſuring of the weſer, marched to him, and with 
their whole Army, conſiſting of r4. Regiments of 
Foot and 67. Cornets of Horſe, advanced vp the 
ftreame to O/denderp, a Towne on the North ſide of 
the weſer, berweene Rintelen and Hamelen , where 
they ſornd the Gates open and the Garriſon fled; 
hence they marched to Hamelen, ſuddenly entrerch- 
ed themſelues and — their Ordnance, batte- 

ring 
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ring the Towne day and night: Before which place 


for a while we will leauethem,and relate the proecec- 
dings of the Landgraue of Heſſen and Merede,vntill 
the former came to ioyne with the Swed?s, and the 
latter with the /mperialiſts. TE ES 
The Forces of the Landeraue william of Heſſen, 
moſt part of winter, were in ation about taking 
in of Dortmund, Holteren and Dorffen vpon the River 


 Lippe, and Eſſen vpon the 1»ſcan, and the Paſſages 


and Bridges of Reichlinckhuſen and Ketwick : to- 
wards the latter end of February the inundations in 
thoſe parts (which did much hinder their deſignes) 
being abated, and the wayes become ſomewhat dry, 
the Landgraue with little Tacob (after they had in- 
corporated the Cities. they had taken with Garri- 


ſons) marched into the Biſhopricke of Munſter, 


falling there vpon Beckem,the Lieutenant of the Re- 
giment left in the City, affooneas he diſcride the 
L andgraues Troopes , preſently diſpatched away a 
meflenger to his Colonell, to demand how hee 
ſhould or could defend himſelfe, ſeeing hee was fo 


' weakely prouided both of men and-viGualls ; more- 


ouer, if he might not ſurrender it, retaining his fa- 
fauour, and his,owne honour > Burt before the meſ(- 
ſenger returned , he-yeelded vp the Towne, hauing 
agreed to march out with bag and baggage. | 

Hence the Landgraue proceeded and tooke in Lo- 
kemand Alem, and the 20. of March, Lipperade; 
and ſoaduanced to the Biſhopricke of Paderborne, 
bringing ina ſhort time,the Role Biſhopricke into. 
ſubieRtion, the City Paterborne, after his Foes 
Ws ag: - 
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bad a long time begirt it,came to compoſition vpon 
theſe conditions. 


1. That they ſhould give him preſently before 
. hedeparted, 6000, Rixdollars in hand,and 18. Pee- 


ces of Ordnance. Part of this money the Larndgraue. 


receiued,with the 18. Peeces of Ordnance , and for 


the aſſurance of the reſt, caried away ſome of the 


Burgers for Hoſtages. 


2. For the maintenance of his army,they ſhould 
contribute monethly 3000. Rixdollars, 


3+ Neuer totake in any Garriſon of his enemy, 
and at this preſent,entertaine one of his. The Gar- 
riſon by him ſent inyas 7. Companies of Foot,and 
2. of Horſe, vnder the command of Lieutenant 
Generall Geiſſe. | | 


Laſtly, That they ſhould be ready vpon all oc- 
caſions, with ViRualls and other neceſlaries, to re- 
lieue his Army. 


Theſe conditions granted., with his Army hee 


marched to Geſeþe, a Towne in the Biſhopricke of 
Cullen, and belonging to the City of Cuen; The 
Garriſon and Towne would hearken to no Treaties 
of agreement, wherefore he was forced by ſtrength 
to fall vpon it; and a breach being made by his Ca- 


non, his Foot entred,, pillaged the Towne and put - 


fome to the fword : Hence hee aduanced to ioyne

with the Swedes before Hamelen. 
Of Merede ſomething we writ in the ations of 

Ss : In the beginning of May,when Palffein en- 
tred the Field, he was commanded to Culley, there 
to forme an Army and to march to Gronsfield , fome 
_ at his firſt comming thither denied the leuying of: 
any Souldiers, but by the perſwaſion of the Clergy 
. they yeelded. | 

The Elecor of entz, one of the chiefe Agents 
in this buſineſſe, made an Oration 1n their common 
aſſembly, telling them , That this Towne had the 
preeminence of all other Townes in the Empire,and had 
alwayes ſhewed their fidelity to the Empire and his Em- 
periall Maieſty, That he doubted not but they would 
ftill continue therein. | 

After a long laudatory Speech he concluded,de- 
ſiring in-the name of his Imperiall Maiefty, to raiſe 
for his ſeruicea 1000. men,with certaine Peeces of 


Ordnance: To this aſſembly preſently were ſent. 


for, all the maſters of the Trades, and reſolued for 
the lJeuying of theſe 1000. men. . 

About this time,the warre much increaſed in.the 
Biſhopricke of Cu#ex , where Lieutenant Generall 
| Baudiffen had a great while plaid the Maſteralmoft 
without any reſiſtance, hauing taken therein diuers 
Townes and Caftles, eſpecially the ſtrong Caſtle 
and Abbey of Sigburg, Lintz, Andernach, Drachen- 
fels,&c, hereof mention is made in the latter end 
of the fourth part of the Swediſh Intelligencer. 


Therefore the Elefor of Culler, and Palatine of 


Newburg, treating then both with the Stare General 


of 
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of the Vnited Prouinces , and with the Rex Chancel. 
lor for a neutrality , perfwaded the Srares Ambaſſa- 
dour ounſiure Yosbergen, at that time at Cu#ey, to 
oe himielfe on the 22. of February laſt to Baudiſ- 
ſen, thenat Lintz, and todiſpoſe him to withdraw 
againe his Forces out of that Countrey ; In which 
caſe the ſaid El/eftor and Palatine did promiſe to 
doe the like. Baudiſſens anfwere was ; Hee could not 
treate of any ſuch matter, without an expreſſe order and 
_ authoritie from his Superiors : But yet for the reſpeF he 
did beare both to the States, and the Prince of Orange, 
' bee was content to agree with his enemies for a Ceſſation 
of Armes for the ſpace of three or foure weekes . during 
which his Superiors might bee informed , and reſolue of 
what further ſhould bee ſo done, &c. 


The Eleftor Palatineand other Catholike Princes 


then at Cu/en, being not centent at this anſvere, re- 
ſolued then to trye their Fortune by way of Armes, 
and to that end, brought together an Army of a- 
bout 8000.men,and thereof being Spaniſh Troopes, 
Commandgded by the Count of 1ſenburg, and the 
reft, ſent by the Count of Gronsfield. Theſe being 


toyned mo before Lintz,in which Towne 


Baudiſſex had left only three Companies of Finns. 


 Whoafter they had maintained themſelues a while 


ina Trench they haa made there, made their retreat 
by the fauour of a great fire, whereby they conſu- 
med a Village that ſtood neere. ET 

.-.. The Eleforof Mentz, being put in hope that by 
the good ſuccefle of this new Army, of the new 
Catholike League made at Culfen amongſt all rhe 


I: 3 Catholike 
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Catholike Princes and Biſhops, then in great num- 
ber there, hee now might calily recouer his Coun- 
trey,, and did largely contribute to the paytacnt 
thereof : The like did the TOP of wirtzburg. 


And indeede this Catholike Armie tooke ſoone 
backe many places, eſpecially the Caſtles of Dra- 
chenfels.and Hamerſtein : From thence they went to 
beſiege Andernach, wherein Baudifien had lett for 


Gouernour one Kantzow with ſome 1200. Souldi- 


ers, whileſt himſelfe being not ſtrong enough to 
keepe the Field againſt his enemies, had retired 
himſelfe-to LanFeir., and ſolicited for fome ſuc- 
cours out of Germany. 

The Rex Chancellor OxenFern, not to looſe what 
Baudiſſen had lately conquered, gaue order that Pa- 
latine Birkenfelt, who accordingly did ariue about 
the 19. of Marchlaſt, neere Andernach, with 22. 
Cornets of Horſe,and ſome 3. Regiments of Foote, 
which being ioyned with the reſt of Baudiſſers For- 
ces, fell prefently vpon the quarter of Colonell 
Hatzfeld (Brother to the Biſhop of wirtzbarg)who 
commanded a Regiment of Curie Fiers: whith they 
vtterly defeated ; the ſaid Colonell eſcaping bur 
with ſome 1 1. or 12. Horſes. 

The Palatine of Birkenfelt, hauing thus well be- 
gunne, paſt ſome troopes of his over the Xhinegwith 
a reſolution to ſuccour and ſaue Andernach whereof 
the beſieged hauing notice,they madea brane ſally, 
and fo the Count of 1ſexburg , not knowing how to 
bring his ſiege to another end , made a ſpeedy end.

The Swedes ſeeing their enemies gon, and know- 
ing Andernach rot to be otherwiſe tenable, forſooke 
it afterwards of themſelues.. | 

The Palatine of Birkenfelt (now Lieutenant Ge- 
_ nerall of the Swediſh Forces in thoſe parts ; for Bau- 
diſſen was ſent for , and gone to'bee imployed elfe- 
where). went with his Armie before 4vntabour, 
which he laid the fiege to. Hontabour 1s butalit- 
tle Towne of the PeFerwald, and belonging to the 
Eleflor of Tryer , the Spaniards had lately taken it; 
and puta Garriſon into it. 

But by this.time the Catholike Army was much 
increaſed : For Colonell erode, hauing beſides his 
' owne two Regiments, receined 3. Regiments vnder 
the command of Pallart, Aſſexburg, and Quad, from 
the Count of Gronsfield, and ioyned all his Troopes 
with the Count of 7ſenburg his Forces ;, they toge- 
therwith their Army paſſe now the Rhize, and take 
a reſolution and their march to relicue 2ontabour, 
and that with the like ſucceſle, as the Palatine of 


Birkenfelt had againſt. them., when hee came to 
_Andernach. | 


For the Swedes knowing themſelues too weake to: 


encounterwith them, left the ſiege,and marched to- 


wards the River Lohz : This was done about the 
firſt day of Aprill-laft. 


The os being thus raiſed and Montabour ſafe, 


the Spaniſh and Germaine Forces vnder two ſeuerall 


_ Commanders, the Earle of 1ſerburg,and the Count 
erode, falling into diflentton among themſclues,. 


made no.great progrefle, 
| 5 Hamelen 
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. Hamelen alſo a place of great conſequence, being 
then beſieged, and furiouſly beaten by the Duke of 
Lunenburg , was a ſubie& worthy of the Catholike 
Leagues conſideration and ſuccour. | 

And therfore the Germane Forces were appointed 
tO take their march towards the Peſer ; and by rea- 
ſon of Count de Merode his abſence, occaſioned by. 
ſome domefticall affaires,the ſaid Forces were com- 
manded by Buninghauſen ; who finding his deſigne, 
which he had to take and to fortifie vpon his march, 
a Towne called #erle, preuented by the Landgraye 
of Heſſen, lay hovering with his armie a great while 
about the river of Lippe: W hileſt the Earle of 1ſex- 
burg ( having firſt reſtored againe Hentabour to the 
Elefior of Tryer)was called,and went backe towards 
Braband, there with the reſt of the other Spaniſh 
Armie to oppoſe the Prince of Orange, whoabout 
that time was drawing his Forces into the Field, 
and ſoone after came before Rhineberk, 

As the Catholike Army hath beene divided and 
imployed in ſeuerall wayes, vpon occaſions before 
mentioned ; So alſo the Swediſh Army vnder the 
command of Palatine of Birkenfelt ,- was ſent for, 
leauing theſe parts about CuMe, to march vp to- 
wards the Lower Palatinate. "94 

Where the Spring-time renewing the Fields,be- 
gan alſo to renew the deſire and deſignes of the 

ouldiers ; eſpecially of Co'onell Merrernich,Go- 
uernour of Heydelberg,who hauing left order in that 

City,went out with Roe Troopes,which he increa- 


ſed by ſome others drawne out of Haguenay ( lately 
taken. 
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taken againe by the Imperialifts ) and began much 
hy vers. the.Countrey abour the confines of 4l- 


atia. _ EDLRTSESDL. bits 
: Thitherwards the Palatineof Berkenfelt tooke his 
march,and hauing ſetled things in a better order in 
the Lower Palatinate, by the taking in of Heydel- 
berg,where we leaue him ; toreturne vato Colonell 
Buninghauſen,who by this time had [gotten into the 
Biſhopricke of Oſnaburg:.And thitherwards erode 


alſo, with ſome ney leuied Regiments,was gone to * 


toyne with him. { 55 ae. 63 coils 
Being thus come into Weſtphalia, and-ſometimes 
in the Biſhopricke of @ſzaburg, ſometimes into the 


 Biſhopricke of Munfter , where they leuyed whar 


Forces they could, lightned all the Garrifons,, and 


| leaving ſome Cities deſtitute, they marched downe 


to the Yeſer ftreame, and ioyned with Gronsfield 
at Minden, who before their comming. (that they 
might with the more ſpeed goe to relicue Ha- 
melen) ſent for all his Troopes, and for-the Gar- 
riſons about the weſer, and inthe Dukedome of 
Brunſwick for all their Ordnance and Moneys, 
from the City of Hildeſheim he receiued 20000, 
Rixdollars. | 


"The Imperiall Army, vnder the command of 


Gronsfield, Merode and Buninghauſen,at their march- 
ing out of finder, were numbred to bee 16000. 


Horſe and Foot compleat,although thoſe of Cullen 


and the Imperialiſts,before the battell, boaſted they 


were 25000. but ſuch reports are common, and 


ſometimes aduantagious to an Army : They caried 
along 
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aſongwirh them 20. Pecces of Ordnance, and be. 


tweene 3. or 400. VWaggons laden with Baggage 


and Ammannition. | 
Thus haviewe brought them on their march to 


thebatrell : Now to tell you ſomething what the 
beſieged and befiegers (the forces of the Landgraue 


willian of Heſſen being then alſo ready to aſsiſt the 
Army of the Dake of Lunenburg) did at Hamelen. 


The City Hamelen lieth ſituated on the Eaſt of 


the weſer ſireame, incompaſſed with a deepe Moate, 
which is cauſed by a ſmall Riuer they have former- 
ly cut out of the eſer, ſome fixe Leagues South of 


the Towne, and drenching the Bankes of the South 


and Eaſt fide, flowes into the reſer onthe North : 
Adioyning and round about this Moate, there are 


divers Fortifications and Platformes whereen were 
planted great Peeces of Ordnance, and in cuery 
Place a Watch-houſe and a Court ef Guard. 


The Swedes and Heffians lay thus quartered a- 
bout the Towne, The Duke of Lunenburg lay 
South; Field-Martiall X»#phauſen South; The Finns 
and Laplanders on the Weſt fide ouer the weſer, 


commanded by Stalbans; ilander with the Hefi- 


41s on the North. 


The Garriſon of the Towne conſiſted of 600. 
Foot and two Companies of Horſe, vnder the com- 


mand of Colonel! Schelamer ; who at the comming 


of the Swedes, compelled all the Citizens and 
Tradeſ-men to take vp Armes, and cauſed three 


who denied it, to be hanged immediately. 
Ted of all necefſaries _ 
0 
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of Viaualls, hauing had (fome few dayes be- 
fore the ſiege) by the Boores carried into their 
City, 360. Waggons laden with Corne. 

The beſieged behaued themſetues very valiant- 
ly; and oftentimes , to the great loſſe and dam- 
mage of the beſitegers, would make Excurſions and 
Sallies vpon their Quarters, breaking downe their 
Trenches and killing their Watch. 

The 15. of Apri// they affaulted the Quarter of 
the Duke of Lunenburg, and ſlew 200. Souldiers of 
his owne Regiment, and amongſt them Lieutenant 
Generall Yeeber. 

The beſieged , ſome few dayes before the ſurren- 
dering of the Towne, finding the beſtegers to grow 
ſtrong and themſelues to have loſt many men, and 
much blood, grew faint, and durſt not make 
their excurſions as they had formerly ; but earneſtly 
intreated the Governor to propound ſome Articles 


for the ſurrendring of the City to the Swedes, where- 


unto he peremtorily denied. 

The Tefuirs daily preached vnto the Garriſon and 
Citizens,declaring vnto them how they were bound 
by their Oath to the Emperor, and to the matntat- 


ning of the Romane Catholike Religion ; Likewiſe 


how meritorious it would be,to looſe their lives and 
blood in the defence of it : But the effe& of their 
Eloquence was not comparable to that of Aqua- 
uitz and other good Wine, which being often in 
great abundance taken by the Souldiers and Townt- 
men, made them ſo conragious that they made ma- 
ny fur:ous Salltes ; whereby if they d1d' not kill 
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their enemies and ſaue their Towne, . yet did they 
loofe their liues: more careleſly. Such a Silenien 
Sally, they madeatthe very time when the battel] 
was betwixt the two Armies z whereof the one en- 
deauoured to .haue the other to ſaue the Towne. 
and of this we will now preſent vnto you the rela- 
tionas we haue received the ſame from diuers goo 
hands. CE es: 


THe Swedes vaderſtanding by their Eſpialls 
that erode and Bunninghauſen had ioyned 

theit Forces , which they brought backe out of the 
Biſhopricke of Cu#en with Gronsfie/ds Armie , on 
Munday ( being the 24. of 1une ) neere Pitlage,and 
that the ſaid Generalls with their whole Army were 
vpon their march to relieve Hamelen, left Licute- 
nant Colonell Yauaſour and ſome of the Duke of 
Brunſwickes Forces to maintaine their Trenches,and 
aduanced to meet, them, being. come neere vnto 
Oldendorp, they put their Armie in Battaglia after 
the King of Swedens manner,-in at aduantagious 
pre. 9 that they might draw their Enemies the 
better into it, Field-Martiall KX»iphauſez marched 
halfe a Mile from them , where they lay ; and with 
4000, Horſe, and 3.Peeces of. Ordnance began to 
Skirmiſh, charging chiefely Merodes. Quarter, but 
finding Hl. ouermatched , and-as they were 
appainted, retired backe, playing continually with 
their, 3. field Peeces, vntill they came almoſt to the 
reft of their, Armie where they left them, on pur- 
poſe. to intice the Armie of the Catholike League 
. tO 
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to follow them : The Swediſh Horfe being come 
to their Armie ( before which there were 28. 
Field-Peeces planted) diuided them(elues, and 1m- 


mediately the Canoniers ging fire, made a lane 


Ste; ; Qin. % 
through the midſt of their Armie, at which the 


Caualrie entered breaking their Rankes, and char- 
ged them home ſo faſt, that the Foote left their 


Armes and fled :: Their Horſe that were ſomeskir- 


mihing with Kniphauſen (who had the leading of 
the right wing) and others in the Wood neere the 
Mountaine with Melander, Kar, Yjler, and Stathans, 
perceiuing their Infantry diſorderly to retreat and 


. flieaway on all ſides, and themſelues almoſt incom- 
paſſed in, and-the Haſfians ( towhon the glory of 


the vicory: next God belongeth ) had entered a- 
mongſt their Horſe-s. deepe, and eut aſunder ma- 


ny of them; turned their backes:, but were ſo 


ſtrongly purſued that few eſcaped ; there was ſlaine 
in this Battell vpon the place 5000. beſides all the 
wayes to Oldendorp, Rintelen, Buckenburg, and Berg, 
all ſcattered with dead corps, Amongſt thoſe were 


ſlaine of the Imperiall fide, the chiefe were Colo- 
nell 2uad,Colonell Dinclin,and Colonell wefpha- 


lin , of Captiues,there were taken 2500. Enſignes 
70. beſides divers that the Boores tooke in their 
flight : 13. great Peeces of Ordnance, and all their 
Ammunition and Waggons , with 3. Mules laden 
with Siluer, Groxsfield: and Merode both wounded, 
with diuers other Commanders that eſcaped,fled to 
Minden , but not thinking themſelues: ſafe there, 
paſſed vp the weſer to Newburg.. 
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The Swedes in this great Battell (which was 
fought the 28. of une, at 6. a clocke of the Mor- 
ning ) loſt not aboue 200, and thoſe moſt common 
Souldiers , except Stakenbrock, and one Captaine, 
hence the Swedes marched the 29. to their Leaguer 
before Hamelen , and the 30. Field-Martiall Knip- 


| hauſen ſent ina Trumpet into the Towne to Co!o- 


nell Schalamer Gouernour of the Towne and Garri- 
ſon, to ſignifie vato him that he had beaten and 
ruinated the whole Imperiall Army, fo that there 
was no hopes of reliefe, or expeRation of any men 
coaid him , but if hee warited Women, hee could 
ſpare him a 1000. hee. had taken Priſoners ; and 
moreouer, that there had beene blood enGugh fpilt 
for the Towne, and therefore aduiſed him toyeeld, 
affirming that he would plant no more Ordnance a- 


gainſt it, but that if he would not yceld, hee would 


take the Towne violently, and put both Man Wo- 
wan, and child to the Sword. 
This meſſage the Colonell gaue little credit to, 


: replying, that peraduenture hee might haue cut of 
ſome 0 


their Troopes , but as for the maine Armie, 

he aflured himfelfe it was impoſſible for them to be 

beaten, andas concerning VVomen, if any were 

fent, hee would giue fire on them as ſoore as they 
came within Canon-ſhot of the Towne. 

"This newes diſcontented the General not a lit- 

tle, whereupon he ſent for an Imperiatl Captaine 


. whom he hae taken Priſoner, and commanded him 


to gac inta the Towne, and to deliver the ſame 
meſſage which he ſent by the Trumpeter. 
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\- The Captaine deſired to be excuſed, affirming 
that he ſhould call his owne life in queſtion, if hee 
ſhould any way perſwade the Gouernour to ſurren- 
 derthe Towne; Kniphaxſex hereupon 1n anger threa- 
tened him, that if he would not obey his command, 
he would notonely put him, but all the reſt of the 
Priſoners to the Sword : The Captaine thus in 
_ danger for the ſafety of his owne life and the Teſt, 


agreed to goe, and paſſing his word that hee would | 


returne, went into the Towne , and after ſome con- 
ference with the Gouernour, paſſed out againe with 
ſome conditions propounded for the rendering vp 


of the Towne, whereof gheſe were ſubſcribed to, 
and liked of both ſides. 


1. That the Governour with all his Officers,and 
Seuldicrs, as well Horſe as Foote, ſhould depart 


the 10. of uy, with 2. Peeces of Ordnance , bagge 


and baggage; with rheir Armes, and with En- 
ſignes diſplayed. 


2. Thatfor the carriage of their baggage, there 


ſhould bee 86. Waggons prouided. 


3- To carry away the Women and Children, of 
thoſe that would depart the Towne to Minden, 


; there ſhould bee 13. Veſſels appointed , according 


. to theſe Conditions. 


The 10. of 7uly, inthe afternoone marched our 


firſt the. Garriſon, cenſiſting of 782, Souldiers,and 
Oe. after - 
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after them their VViues and Children, and diuers 

of the chicefe Burgers and Citizens , they being all 

paſſed out, the Swedes entered. 
Thus was this famous Towne, after it had beene 

beſieged 2 3. VWeekes, made Swed:ſþ. |

1633. oy 


VvV "Ee cannotthanke God enough for the great 

ViRory, hee hath given vs 1n this place. 

For the Count of Grengfield having gathered rg - 

ther out of the Garriſons of: Wolfenbuttle , Minden, 

Newburg , and other places about the weſer , tothe 
number of 2700. Foote and Horſe. 

And Generall Maior- Bunninghauſen having alſo 
brought together out of the Biſhopricke of Cu/ler ; 
aboue 2000, Foote, and 2000, Horſe. . | 

They intended to ioyne all their Forces together, 
and to raiſe the ſiege before Hameler. 

This deſigne of theirs being diſcouered by ſome 
Priſeners vato vs, our Counſell of Warre reſolued 
that the Haffian Lieutenant Generall Melander 
ſheuld march with 4000. Horſe, and 1000. Muſ- 
-quetires, and ſome number of -Ordnance (all ſele&- 
tedout of both Armies of Luneburg, and of Haſtia) 
againſt Buninghauſer, and to hinder their intended 
conjunction. 


Thereupon 
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Thereupon the Enemy(ſeeing he could not ioyne 
where he thought ) tooke his march, firſt towards 
Oſnaburg, and then towards HunFer , and there re- 
trenched himſelfe vnder the fauour of the Walles 
and Ordnance of the Citie,vntill he might bee rein- 
forced by Merodes Armie, whom he was ſure came 
with 5000. Foot, and 1500. Horſe. 

And according to their wiſh , they brought all 
their Forces together; erode ioyning firſt with 
Bunninghauſen, and they both afterwards with the 
Count of Gronsfie:d at Werlawywhich is diſtant ſome 
two Leagues from Oſnabvurg. | 

Thus they having an Armie of at leaſt 14000: 
| Atrong, and 15. Peeces of Ordnance, were now con- 
fident of doing well; and fo they rooke their march 
firſt to Minden,and there they paſt the Feſer. 

| This wee being aduertiſed of wee with our Horſe 
and Foot, went towards Rintelen, and there wee 
paſt alſo the #eſer with our Ordnance , our Foot 
paſſing in Boates. | 

From ence, wee without ſtay aduanced te- 
wards Oldexdoyp not farre from Hamelen, and our 
men that lay before the Towne did preſently ariſe, 
and with their Ordnance came vnto vs, when wee 
had already planted our Peeces vpon a high Hill, 
where we intended to expect the enemies coming : 
And wee ſoone began to diſcover him, comming 
alſovpon another high Hill towards vs; but by rea- 
ſon of the Valley that was betwixt vs, It'was not 
poſſible to charge on the other without breaking 


our order. |

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Therefore the Enemy ſent two Regiments of 
Foot ouer the Hill towards the wool, thence to fall 
on vpon our right wing. | 

| Thus the skirmiſh did begin and did continue 
neere three hnares, during which wee 0n both (des 
did indeauour to get ſome aduantage, and to thun- 
der with our Ordnance, one againſt the other. 

Meane while Lieutenant Generall Melandey, ha- 
ving paſt the valley with ſome Regiments of Horſe, 
offered himſelfe before the Enemy; which percei- 
uing Merode with his Horſe, came preſently to.en- 
counter with him. 

Melander,aduancing with a r000. Horſe, falles 
moſt furiouſly into the midſt of his enemies Horſe, 
and at an inſtant begins the Battell;which to bring 

to a ſpeedy end, Martiall Kziphauſen , with two Re- 
giments of Foote ( drawne out of our right wing ) 
comes downe from the Hill, and falles likewiſe on: 
and the ſame with ſo good an order, reſolution, and 
conſtancie, that the Enemy preſently ogg" to giue 
ground, and ſoone after is put to confaffon, ſo that 
all his Caualrie began to flie, and therefore,as well 
as his Foote, was vtterly defeated, routed and pur- 
ſyed to the Gates of Minden. 

- Wee doe not know well how many were flaine, 
but this I aſſure -of 90. Cornets, they 
{carſe ſaved 19. And altho1gh the Battell did not 
laſt aboue a quarter ofan houre, yet beſides all the 
Artillary, Ammunition, Baggage and VWaggons, 
which we got from the Enemy, there were found 
ſlaine vpon the pl ace of the battle 3000. men, and 
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amongſt them many braue Officers. And it cannet 
be expreſt,how rich. booties our ſouldiers haue got- 
ten; amongſt them I muſt not omit the Chancery 
of Merode,whereby many things of the enemies de- 
fignes in all Germany are diſcouered. Merode him- 


ſelfe is deadly hurt, as we are told by the priſoners. 
On our fide there dyed alſo fome officers,eſpecially 


| Colonell Rantzaw was ſhot in divers parts of his 

body,but he is yet aliue. Few of our ſouldiers were 
{laine , alrhough both our horſe and foot did fight 
moſt couragiouſly, notwithſtanding the enemy was 
ſtronger then we. For our armie( I ſay both tie ar- 
mie of Duke George of Lunenburg, and of the Land- 
graue of Heſſen ) was net aboue 8000. ſtrong; the 
ſiege of Hameler having colt many a mans life. 
This battle was fought on the 28. of 7ure being 
Friday. 

Yet Hamelen doth hold out, and the Garrifon 
therein is perſwaded that Hoke ſhall ſhortly come 
tohelpand fave them : And I confefle we have be- 
gun this fiege inan 11] ſeaſon, &c, Giuen inthe 
Chiefe quarter at Preckel in the Biſhopricke of Pa- 
derborn the 4. Tuly 1633. 


Thus much we have brought to our hands con- 
concerning the battle of Hamelen, where the Impe- 
rialiſts were ſo defeated, that Count 6Gonsfield neuer 
ſince hath not been in the field; And Connt Merode 
being mortally wounded,and fled into Minden, did 
 theredyea fewdaies after : But as for Bunninghau- 
| ſen,hewentvp and downe to incourage the Garri- 
L 2 ri{ons, 
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ſons of ſuch places as yet hold for the Catholikes : 
Ofwbom wee ſhall yet haue occaſion to ſay a few 
wordes. | T7 

The victory gotten by the Proteſtants before 
Hamelen , gave them affurance ſhortly to get alſo 
the Towne. Therefore Duke George of Lunenburg 
being come againe into his quarters before it, ſent 
word of what was paſt, vnto the Gouernour 1n the 
Towne,who (as we hauc told you before) although 
he would not belceue it in the beginning, yet neuer- 
theleſſe when he ſaw ſo many Enſignes and Cornets 
gotten from his friends , and ſet vp for a Trophic in 
his enemies Campe,and could vnderftand of no ſuc- 
cours, he at laſt came to a Parle, and ſurrendered the 
ſtrong Citic of Hamelen vpen compoſition, and 
theſe were the Conditions : |

Heere it will bee (wee ſuppoſe) neither vnrea- 
ſonable nor vnſeaſonable, after ſo long a ſiege, and 
after ſo laborious and glorious a getting both of the 
Battef, and of Hamelen , to leaue theſe two Prote- 
ſtant Champions ( the Duke George of Lunenburg,

Heydleburg, was gone with ſome 800. men out of it 


into Alſatia to ioyne with the Imperialiſts , and to- 


renew the warres both there and inthe Palatinate. 
. Andbecauſethe Imperaaliſts in 
very ſtrong ,.and- troubled all the neg 
thereabout very much. the Proteſtant 
beftto beſiege or toblocke vp the ſame. 28 
Whileft both Partees are thus buſied , the Gar- 
riſon of Briſſach falling out , defeated ſome Swedes, 
| and got two Colours, and ſome Priſoners ; whereat 
'the Rhinegraue being diſpleaſed, thought how to re- 
uengehimſeſfe ; and to that end he diſpatched his 
, Colonell Callenbach, with 4. Troopes of Horſe, 
-who on the 16.day of June, very carly (haning

 Heydleberg, where on the 17. of tune laſt (after a 


generall conſultation and conſent ) the Palatine 
Lodowick Philippe , Brother to the late Elefor King 
of Bohemia, was with great folemnitie and inagu- 


ration inſtalled againe , and ſivorne Adminiftratour 


of the young Elefor, and the Eleforall Palatinate, 
Jn the preſence of' a great: aſſembly of Princes, 
Earles, and Nobility, amongſt whom the principal! 
were theſe : | 
Rex-Chancellor O xenſtiern,as DireQor-generall of 
the foure Circles of Germany; the Palatine Duke of 

Deuxponts , the Dukes of #irtemberg; the Land- 
graue Or Heſſen , Marquiſe of Baden-Durlach and 
others. 

_ And ſince that time the ſaid Adminiſtrator doth 
labour to reeſtabliſh againe, both the Goſpeland 
g00d Lawes and Orders in all the Palatinate;-In 
which good worke we will leaue him, with our beſt 
wiſhes for the good of all his houſe. 

Thingsbeing thus fortunately ſetled at Heydel- 
berg, the Palatine Chriſtian of Birkensfelt went. a- 
gaine into A/ſatia, where his preſence was more re- 
quiſite then in the Palatinate; becauſe (beſides the 
Imperialiſts) there did then al{oappeare vpon the 
Stage, toadteapartin the Germaxe Tragedy, the 
Duke of Lorraine. 
| For notwithſtanding the laſt Treaty made be- 
twixt the French King and the ſaid Duke, hee made 
ſome new leyies, and began to expoſtulate with the 
Swedes in Alſatiaand toendeauour to raiſe the hege 
before Hagenaw..

Meane while the Palatine of Birkensfelt (hauing

Andwithina ſhort time that Duke was bereaued 
both of the Duchy of Barre, which according to a 
ſentence pronounced againſt him by the Parlia- 
ment of Parts to have forfeited the ſame, in not ha- 
uing done in time his hommage for it, due vnto the 
Mot Chriſtian King , and was forced to receiue alſo 
a ſtrong Garriſon from the faid French King into his 
chiefe Towne,and Princely refidence of Naxcy. 

For whileft the Swedes following their victory,

_- The forenamed- places within a ſhort time, and 
after ſome paines, came all into his power, beſides 
other townes, and all that Countrie, except Parex- 
dorp and 4£4njter, which are two great and ſtron 
cownes : And eſpecially the Garriſon of Munſter, 
being much encreaſed by all the Garriſons , that 
came thither from Oſnaburg, Petersburg , and other 
places, taken by the Hafians, began now and then 
to make ſome Sallies, and fetch fome cattell heere 
and there, where they might find them. 

Colonell Bunninghauſen alſo, hauing gathered a- 
gaine ſome of the defeated and diſperſed Forces, 
and ioyned them with Colonell de /a Moulie his 
Regiment ( all their troopes, amounting to 2000.

of Dragons ont of the Biſhopricke of unſter,and 


with great iourneyes made haſt rowaras Bunning- 
hauſen, who having taken the Caſtle of Amencburg, 
and left a Garriſon therein, began alſo to haſten his 
retreat towards the Rhize. 

The Laxdoraue hunting thus his enemy, came to- 
wards Arnsperg, and in his way tooke Neim, on the 
river of Nem, where he was informed that Bunning- 

oy hauſen 
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hauſeh was gone to Aitexderf, and therefore ſeeing 
hee had r.ow frecd his owte, ard his triends Coun- 
tries from their crcmies, be went before the Caſtle 
of Amencburg, to get the ſame againe +: And Melan- 
der (who long ſince was come backe againe out of 
the Low-( ountries ) was by the ſaid Landgraue ſent 
towards the riuer of L.ppe,where he tooke the towne 
of Werlen, but tot the Caftle, which hee alfo be- 
ſieged, and did yet beate it with his Ordnance, in 
the beginning of November. | 

And there leauing him, It is now time to paſſe to 
ſome other place.

| Wm wee might iuſtly bee blamed, to paſſe 
ouer in ſilence many worthies, who not for 
want of courage, and £00d will , but onely of occa- 
ſion , have had ro great part toacte in the Germane 
Traged) this laſt Summerywee take our leaue in weſ- 
phalia, and paſſe from thence into Thuringia, where 
Duke William of Saxonweymer (bcing Governour 
of Erford , and of a'lthe Swedifh conqueſt there a- 
bouts ) had a watchiull eye about the frontiers, and

Hee was once abroad, and muſtered fome 6000, 
men together, when the E/cfor of Szx0» was afraid 
his Countries fhonld bee invaded by Generall 
Holke, in the moncth of 7uxc : But the time was not 
yet come, 
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Therefore wee wi!l alſo leaue him at Erdford,and 
paſſe further on into Franconia, where wee find Dy. 
battel ho inthe abſence of Duke Bernard of Saxon, 
commanding the Forces and*Garriſons therein, 
doth deſeme to.be ſpoken of. 

Amongſt divers exploits of his, hee doth offerys 
three, which very fortunately at ſeucrall times , hee 
did performe againſt Colonell Horatio Paul, an Im- 
perialiſt. 

Firft ypon the 24. of April laſt, hauing had intel- 
ligence that diuers Imperiall troopes , and amongſt 


them 8.Cornets of Crabars, were ariued at Artz- 


berg, hee with ſome 4.00. Horſe, and 600. Muſque- 
teeres, parted after mid-night from Kirch Lainirz, 
and haulng parted his troopes , ſent ſome ts Sheir- 
ding, others to Redenbach , and himſelfe went with 
ſome to Artzberg, where ariuinz on a ſudden, hee 


found 3. companies of his enemies that did lodge 


there, who then wereall a bed : Hee therefore fal- 
ling vpon them, put them almoſt all to the fiyord, 
diſpatching ſome without awaking them , ſome 
ſcarce awaked , and fone flying. 

The Officers, and amongſt them Colonell Hora- 
tio Paul, were taken Priſoners; 8. Cornets, many 
good Horſes, and rich booties were there gotten, 
and many faire Women deliuered from flauery. In 
the two other places, the Swediſh had the like 
ſucceſle. | [3-9 

The ſecond exploit befell in the monethof May 
kft. Horatio Paul after thepay ment of his ranſome, 
was againe freed,and hauing againe made vp his Re-

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giment;hee lay amongſt other Imperiall troopes in- 


quartered in the villages neere Ho? a towne in Yoit- 
land, where on the 16.0t May, Colonell Dubatrel 
gaue him a ſecond viſite , enenwhen they all were at 
their eaſe, ſome at Supper, ſome ar cardes, others at 
dice, others at their ſhlafdrunk, and others, at other 
jollities. 
There Coloenell D#batte/ findes them in their

purſued the reſt that eſcaped beyond the riuer, and 
there meeting Colonell Hatsfield, who with a com- 


- pantie of his owne, being not farre from thence en- 


quartered, came to ſuccour Colonell Pal, hee put 
Hatsfield alſo to flight, and tooke many good Hor- 


ſes, and Priſoners, whom he brought backe into the 


Q 'arter, where all his men inriched themſelues of 
the ſpoiles, which their enemies had robbed, and 
there brought together. 

In the-firſt heate, there was killed a very little 
Dwarfe, by a ſtroake that fell vpon his head, before 
hee that gaue it knew that he hit ſome body, where- 
at Dubattel was much diſpleaſed.. | 


At that time Co'onell Horatio Paul did eſcape, 
which be had not leaſure to doe at-the third:time, as

N the 18. of 1uly laſt at the evening, Duke 
Bernard of Saxon-Weymar being acco:npanied 
with his brother Duke Erneſt, atid diuers Earles, 
Lords, Colonells and Caualteers, didariue at Wirtz- 
burg. 

The next morning (being the 19. of 1uly) hee 
came to the Cathedrall Church , where his Chap- 


laine, named Door Lhlupper, made a Sermon vpon 


the viſion of King Belteſhazzar , Who in a dreame ſaw 
a great trer, &c,nthe 10, 17, and 12. Verl. of the 
4. Chapter of Daniel ( which was his Text ) very 
learnedly diſplaying the mutuall duties of Princes 
and their Subie&s. 

The Sermon being finiſhed, the ſaid Duke Ber- 
zard was brought vp to the Caſtle ; where all the 
Nobility, Gentry, and principall Officers and Ma- 
giftrates, both of all the Countrey of Franconia and 
of #Wurtzburg.were aſſembled : And there in a very 
rich faire great roome, one of the Secretaries of the 
Ear!c of Brandenſtein (who is the richeſt Lord and 
Gouernour in Franconia) did read an order ſent by 
the Swediſh Chancellor, for the adminhon of Duke 
| Barnerd: And thereupon the ſaid Earle himſelfe 
made an eJoquent ſpeech , wherein he deduced the 
juſt donation, firſt made by the late King , and ſince 
confirmed by the Crowne of Sned:n (ond ſaying 
theſe words, hee withall did preſert the I cttcrs of 
donation.) of .the Dukedomes of Francoria ard of 
Bamberg

Bamberg vato the ſaid Duke Bernard, whom -there 
hee did preſent vntothe affembly for their Prince, 


Duke and Maſter. 

The Chancellor of Purtzburg, in anſwere vnto 
the ſaid Earles oration,in the name ofgand for all the 
States there aſſembled, made alſo a faire ſpeech of 
thankeſgining and congratulation, declaring their 
generall readinefſe and contentment faithfully to 0- 
bey and to ſerue ſo deſeruing a Prince, &c. 

To this the Chancellors ſpeech , His Highnefle 
(the new Duke of Franconia) made ananfivere him- 
ſelfe with a loud voyce and chearefull countenance, 
promiſing and aſſuring, that hee would truely and 
carefully keepe ,, maintaine and prote& the ſtates 


and euery one in their rights, priuiledges and pree-. 


minences; with all iuſtice and equity. 

This being done; The Nobility and Gentry per- 
formed in order, their hommage ; And rhe Coun- 
ſells, Magiſtrates, and Corporations tooke a corpo- 
rall oath for their allegiance and fealty : VWhich be- 
ing alſo endee, there was read an a& or deed, where- 
by it was declared how the two Biſhopricks of 


Wirtzburg and Bamberg , did belong and ſhould re- 


maine for ever vato Duke Bernard, his Heires and 
Succeſlors : And if he ſhould have no Heires of his 
body, that then they ſhon!d fall vnto his Brother 
and his Heires ; and if they ſhould faile, then vnto 
the next Heires of the houſe of Saxen; And if all 
the Houſe of Saxer ſhould come to faile, then the 


ſaid Countreys ſhould returne againe to the Crowne

. Aﬀerall theſe ceremonies, the new Duke of Fram. 
conia was brought to keepe his Table, and whileſt

did likewiſe all the Muſquetcers , and it-was obſer-

And as the Imperialiſts that lay at Yi#inger, 
and alſothe Baugrien troopes , whereof 4000. did 
joyne with 1500.

Palatine Chriſtian of Birkenfelt , all which intrenched 
themſelues ncere Dutlingen not far from the Catholike 
armies : both parties ſhewed themſelues each to the 0- 
ther in battagl1ia,but neither of them forſooke their ad- 
uantages; and ſowould come to no Batte!l, The one 
had an irtent and defire to get into the Dukedome of 
P7irtemberg,and the other as much relation tohinderit:

nance. The Catholike army faining to march backe- 
ward,went (as afterwards appeared ) towards Switzer- 
land, there to get paſſage ouer the Rhine, and in their 
paſſage they tooke againe from the Swedes, the foure 
W ood-townes (otherwiſe raldftet) waldſhut, Laffen- 
birg,Sieckengenand Rhinefeldywhich the Rhinegrave had 
taken but ſome few weekes before.

\ Ccording to theſe Articles, the Garriſon 


. marched out with many of the Towne; Men 


and Women the 13..of Ine, and went dire&ly to 
Namurs which leth a little beyondLuzte,they were 
about 1200, men; and ſo many Women,that it was 
thought there were twa Women for cuery man: In 
the taking in of this Towne; there were not of the 
Princes {tdt aboue 60. {laine ; The PrincesIngineer, 
and three Seriants,the other were common ſoldicrs; 
the beſieged loſt but 6.ſouldiers and had about 18. 
hurt:many that were in this a.Xis,profeſle that they 
neuer came before a more quiet enemie ; for all the 
while (though they were ſo well prouided of all 
things) they werebefore it they made but one ally. 

The Prince of Orange found in Rhinebarke 30. 
Brafle Peeces of Ordnance, 70. Barrels of Powder, 
and a great plenty of. vituals and all other proui- 
fion : His Armie lay before the Towne till the 2 5, 
of Tune, vntill the Fortifications of the Walles,and.
